THE 1 SENATE TARIFF BILL IS 
BROUGHT INTO COURT AND 
SUBJECTED TO TRIAL. 


The importations of eggs into Great 
Britain continue to increase from yeai 
to year. The value of egg imports foi 
1893 was nearly twenty million dollars. 
The greater part of the imports were 
from France, those from Germany and 
Belgium being next, while Russia and 
'Denmark supplied the remainder. 


A singular instance of connection 
between superstition and agricultural 
posts is reported from Ceylon, say* 
the American Agriculturist. The high- 
class Buddhist Cingalese refuse to de¬ 
stroy the predatory insects which in¬ 
fest the tea plantations, aa they regard 
it a sin to take life. Consequently 
the tea plantations owned by them be¬ 
come the breeding grounds for moths 
and other insects, and a source of in¬ 
fection to neighboring plantations. 


The chances that an accident insur¬ 
ance company takes when it soils a 
policy good for twenty-four hours to a 
casual traveller may be estimated when 
it is known that the Interstate 
Commerce Commission has figured 
out that one person is killed by rail¬ 
road accidents in this country foi 
every one and one-half million people 
who ride twenty-four miles. Soiling 
accident policies on these figures looks 
to the New York Dispatch like a “sura 
thing” for the accident companies. 


Systematic efforts have been made 
In different parts of the world to in¬ 
troduce a growth of trees where they 
had never been known, from Which 
Important results have followed in 
many instances. Egypt, which had 
formerly only about six rainy days 
fluring the year, has, since having 
planted trees on an extenssive sculo, 
already attained about five times that 
number. Sixteen square miles of the 
swampy, unhealthy country along the 
Bay of Biscay was planted with thou¬ 
sands of trees, especially the cork oak 
and swamp pine. The trees have 
drained the land so ns to destroy the 
swamp fevers, and to change it into a 
healthy country with fine forests. Bis¬ 
cay law requires that for every tree 
cut down two shall be planted. 


Some years ago the State Depart¬ 
ment at Washington received through 
the minister from Ecuador to the 
United States, specimens of a plant 
known as cundurango, found in the 
Province of Lo.ya, to Ecuador, to 
which marvelous qualities in curing 
cancer wore ascribed. The physicians 
in South America experimented on 
substance and reported most wonder¬ 
ful cures. Its virtues are said to have 
been discovered by accident. An In¬ 
dian had been suffering fearfully for a 
long time from internal cancer, and 
his wife undertook to relieve him by 
shortening his life by poison. For 
this purpose she selected the cundu¬ 
rango, making a decoction of the 
bark. To her astonishment the first 
dose appeared to benefit the patient, 
and by the continuance of this rem¬ 
edy he was completely cured in a 
short time. 


It is asserted in a journal devoted 
to insurance interests that there are 
many places m Brooklyn where per¬ 
sons are using escaping electric cur¬ 
rent from trolley cars and ground con¬ 
nections for the purpose of running 
motors and even furnishing electricity 
for incandescent lights, attaching their 
wires in some instances to water pipes 
for one connection and to the elevated 
railway structure for the other. A 
motor in one Brooklyn store window 
is operated by power secured in this 
manner. It is said that one of the 
telephone exchanges in a suburban dis¬ 
trict intends to uso a motor dynamo 
for the purpose of running the ex¬ 
change, it being intended to use the 
ground connections and escaped cur¬ 
rent of a trolley line for the purpose 
of operating the motor and then to 
use the current which is developed 
from the generating end of the arma¬ 
ture of the motor-dynamo for supply¬ 
ing current to the telephone exchange, 
thus doing away with batteries.

TO THE OLD SOLDIERS WHO 
SAVED THE UNION,

They at 
first contracted to loan the govern¬ 
ment $150,0o0,000, but after paying 
about one-half of the Joan in coin, 
every bank in tho country suspended 
specie payments and they kindly of¬ 
fered to loan the government their 
notes! 

Then came the trial of the govern¬ 
ment to get money to pay the troops 
and carry on the war. “Sound cur¬ 
rency,” “honest money,” “the money 
of the world,” had failed in the very 
beginning of the trouble.

Crippling the money that was pay¬ 
ing for supplies and munitions of 
war, and which was intended as only 
a poor pittance at best for the man 
who placed his life in danger to save 
the republic. 

At home, and when drafted hunting 
up a substitute as cheap as possible, 
to serve his country by proxy. 

At borne plotting treason by crip¬ 
pling the finances of the government.

WANTON EXTRAVAGANCE OF 
THE AMERICAN CONGRESS. 


The Average Farmer Don’t Sell Euougli 
to Pay for the Stationery for 
One Member. 


The New York Sun, which more 
than any other one paper -was re- 
sponsible for putting him there, says: 
“Life lasting, Grover Cleveland will 
hold the most powerful office on earth 
for nearly three years longer, and the 
possibilities of havoc and disaster to 
our institutions involved in the cir¬ 
cumstances of a socialistic President 
are beyond all human calculation.”— 
Inter Ocean. 

The salaries of 500 railroad presi¬ 
dents in the United States aggregates 
5522,000,000 per annum. Pi etty big ex¬ 
pense, but the sugar trust made a 
clear profit of $35,000,000 last year, 
and bad less than that sum invested 
in sugar refining machinery, build¬ 
ings, etc. Railroad salaries are not 
tlie largest evil in this country.—Pro¬ 
gressive Farmer.

There is nothing like examining the 
books of those who handle our public 
funds. It may have the effect of 
dampening our partisan ardor, but in 
the end it will be money in our pock¬ 
ets. A short time ago we examined 
into the accounts of a republican sen¬ 
ate. No wonder they have been 
charged with reckless extravagance. 
But now, dear reader, go with us 
while we turn over the leaves of the 
official report of the expenditures of 
a democratic house—and one, too, 
that was intensely democratic—148 
majority. 

; Beginning with July 1, 1891, ending 
with December 7, 1891, a period of 
five months, we find the pay for clerks, 
messengers, doorkeepers, postmasters, 
laborers, etc.,to amount to$139,332.21. 
Then we paid tho police during that 
period to keep the cows from eating 
our congressmen, $16,128.22. Then 
CQmes a little stationery bill of $7,325.' 
One month’s extra pay all round for 
this economical democratic congress 
cost tho people over $37,000. On 
down a little further we pay the po¬ 
lice some more, only $3,269.30 this 
time. 

Then comes some more stationery, 
$39,971.33. Gewhillikins! isn't that a 
lot of stationery for congress to use? 
Let’s see, that is $120 each. That 
would be 20,000 sheets of paper, the 
same number of envelopes, half a 
cord of penholders and pens and forty 
gallons of ink. It would buy your 
wife fifty calico, ten laivn, ten ging¬ 
ham, five alpaca and five cashmere 
dresses, enough aprons to last her five 
years and a suit all round for the 
children. 

But you don’t want to raise any 
racket about this little item. Just 
raise the allowance for stationery for 
your farm hand, cut down the number 
of dresses for your wife, and vote the 
same old ticket. 

It is not supposed that the door¬ 
keeper would have much use for sta¬ 
tionery, but he has$563 worth charged 
to his account. He must have bedded 
the dogs with it. This stationery 
business with congress is a pretty big 
thing. It wou’d be most interesting 
to know just what articles are cov¬ 
ered by “stationery.” The expenses 
for running that 148 democratic ma¬ 
jority hou-e from Doe, 8, 1891, to June 
20, 1892, a period of seven months, 
was as follows: 

Salaries of members.$1,685,000 

Extra for Mr. Speaker. 3.00o 

Mileage of members (about). 400,000 
Salaries of officers and em¬ 
ployes. 265,023 

Police.•. 3,269 

Commutation for stationery. 39,971 

Fuel. 3,430 

Furniture. 11,034 

Materia's for folding. 7,050 

Miscellaneous items. 22,957 

Stationery for committees-... 4,985 

Ditto for members. 7,611 

This sums up to nearly two and one- 
half million dollars. This does not 
include the expenses after June 30, 
which continued until August. 

I’he last thing which this 148 ma¬ 
jority democratic congress did was to 
vote each member a clerk at an ex¬ 
pense of $100 each per month, to be 
paid out of the hard earnings of the 
taxpayers. This additional expense 
for 356 members amounts to $35,600 
every month that congress is in ses¬ 
sion, or about $400,008 a year. Think 
of a congressman using up more “sta¬ 
tionery” than the crops sold by the 
average farmer would buy. 

The report shows that a man was 
appointed deputy sergeant-at-arms 
and sent to Chicago after an absent 
member whom it was necessary to 
arrest and take to Washington by 
force to get him to attend to the busi¬ 
ness for which he was elected. What 
do you recken it cost? The legitimate 
expense of the trip would have been 
about $60 to $75. But this deputy 
charged you $223.75 for his expenses 
in bringing your man in. He had his 
fare, his board, his bus fare and all 
itemized. Then he puts down $53.05 
for incidentals. “Incidentals” must 
have come pretty high on that trip, or 
else he bought lots of ’em. This is 
the way your money is being spent. 
You can know all about it if you want 
to. You can get the official report of 
all these expenses. But if you don’t 
want to go back on your old party 
you better not do it. If all the people 
knew just what their representatives 
are doing up there at Washington, 
they would fire tbe whole thing out. 

We believe that the people are about 
to make their last grand stand for 
their liberties. They have, for cen¬ 
turies past, been fleeing from tbe iron 
hand of tyranny and oppression. 
Starting from Asia, the birthplace of 
man, and traveling westward until the 
expanse of the Pacific ocean calls a 
halt, they discover that they can fly 
Irom the enemy no further; the room 
is all taken; so they must turn and 
fight it out in some way and it must 
be a fight to the finish this time.

A new plan has been devised to set 
at work the most intelligent among 
the unemployed people of this abused 
and suffering country. 

It is to turn the tramps into mis¬ 
sionaries. These tramps, as Gov. 
Lewelling recently said, are “the 
product of our economic conditions.” 
Judge Kelly said the same thing of 
the tramps of twenty years ago. Hugh 
McCulloch was the father of those 
tramps. He “hamstrung the nation,” 
as Judge Kelly expressed it, by con¬ 
tracting the volume of money after 
tbe civil war, and converted 2,000,000 
of soldiers and toilers, who had saved 
the Union, into beggars, while he tied 
and held down the south by the same 
process. What Hugh McCulloch did 
from 1866 to 1876 John Sherman and 
Grover Cleveland have done in 1894, 
only on a larger scale with more con¬ 
summate wickedness.

Some 
months ago he constituted himself an 
economic missionary in Pennsylvania, 
distributing literature and beginning 
a work of which is now “in the air” 
and which hundreds of people evi¬ 
dently “have in their heads” all over 
tho country. This “tendency of the 
times” has been organized and has 
become the formal purpose of a 
strong and active organization. It is 
called the American Economic Re¬ 
form society. 

Jj'f he circular of the society bears the 
motto: "More Money and Less Mis¬ 
ery for the People.” It says: j 

“The American Economic Reform 
society was organized on the 8th of 
June, 1894, a meeting being called for 
that purpose at the rooms of the so¬ 
ciety, 1202 Pennsylvania avenue, 
Washington. 

“While recognizing the need of po¬ 
litical and economic reform in many 
directions, the meeting instantly de¬ 
cided that the panic in this country, 
with the present hard times, had been 
directly precipitated upon the people 
by a strangulation of their money vol¬ 
ume, partly through the demonetiz¬ 
ing of silver, partly by the sudden 
withdrawal of circulation and credits 
by the national banks, and owing in 
general to the British-American bank 
system, which issues some ten credit 
dollars to every one actual metallio 
dollar, yet promises to ‘redeem’ its 
ten I. O. U’s. (of discounts and bills) 
in that one gold pieue that can never 
go around when really needed. 

I’he immediate purpose of the Amer¬ 
ican Reform society was therefore de¬ 
clared to be the enlightenment of the 
people in regard to this great confi¬ 
dence game, which must be understood 
and abandoned before any other 
economic reform can possibly be 
achieved. 

For a brief statement of its general 
purpose the society adopted tho fol¬ 
lowing “declaration:” 

‘To relieve distress and secure pros¬ 
perity for all the people we favor 
more money, and believe it should be 
issued by the government and its 
volume controlled without the inter¬ 
vention of corporations. Thus believ¬ 
ing and teaching, relying upon peace¬ 
ful and lawful methods, we call upon 
all who thus favor more money and 
less misery to unite with us for politi¬ 
cal action to secure these results.” 

Steps have been taken to put into 
the field at once several groups of 
speakers and organizers to furnish 
them with supplies of suitable litera¬ 
ture, and to connect them with other 
groups in the different states. 

Here is the inception of a movement 
that is destined to become national. 
The American Economic Reform so¬ 
ciety may be sure of support and co¬ 
operation on every hand. The times 
are ripe for just this thing and the 
gold bugs have made us so poor that 
the work will be self-supporting. 
Men will do their best in this direction 
for a bare subsistence, if only that the 
next generation may not be slaves.

One Hundred and Ninetieth Day 

Senate. —Tho conference report 
on the fortification appropria¬ 
tions was agreed to, and that 
on the array bill went over,— 
Tho resolution calling for the official 
correspondence relating to the indus¬ 
trial troubles at Chicago, was agreed 
to.—At 2 p. m. the message from the 
house asking further conference on 
the tariff bill was laid before tho sen¬ 
ate. Mr. Quay withdrew his motion 
to amend the ponding motions so as to 
put sugar on tho free list. Mr. Vilas 
addressed the senate in a two hours

Mr. Stewart, 
of Nevada, spoke and at (he close of 
the debate Mr. Hill’s motion to pul 
iron ore and coal on the free list was 
put and lost by 65 nays to 6 yeas, the 
vote being taken first on iron ore, and 
then on coal. Mr. Caffrcy withdrew 
his motion to provide for a bounty on 
sugar for the present year. The 
senate being then about to vote on the 
motion to agree to further conference, 
Mr. Washburn, republican, of Illi¬ 
nois, renewed the motion to strike out 
the 1 8 of a cent additional duty on 
relined sugars. A point of order was 
raised against it and discussed until 
S:45, when the senate adjourned. 

House.— A motion to transfer the 
bill to prevent the adulteration of 
foods and drugs from the committee 
on commerce to the commitieo on ag¬ 
riculture was carried by yeas 120, nays 
fC. —The conference repsrt on the bill 
Authorizing the Metropolitan Street 
Bui I road company to extend its lines 
And change its motive power was 
ftgreecl to.—The house went into com¬ 


mittee of the whole on business from 
the committee on interstate and 
foreign commerce. The house 
bill to provide for keeping the life 
javing stations on the Atlantic and 
gulf coasts manned from August 1st 
to May 1st. instead of September 1st 
to June 1st, was amended so as to in¬ 
crease ihe salaries of surfmen at 
stations kept open for ten months 
from $60 to $65 a month, and passed.

Minister to Russia. 

Clifton R. Brcckonridge, of Arkan¬ 
sas, has been nominated by the presi¬ 
dent to be minister to Russia, to 
succeed Andrew D. White. Mr. 
Breckenrldge has represented the 2nd 
district ot Arkansas twelve years, and 
has been a consistent tariff reformer. 
In tho extra session last summer he 
favored the repeal of tho purchase 
clause of tho silver coinage act. It is 
believed that this led to his defeat for 
renomination to congress. This is an 
ln6tanco of the folly of retiring an 
able and faithful public servant on! 
account of a difference of opinion ir> 
regard (o a single issue, and that of 
minor importance as compared to 
some others. 
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Explosion of Natural Gas. 
Several distinct explosions of nat¬ 
ural gas occurred in a natural gas 
well just north of Coffeyvilie, Kansas, 
last Tuesday morning about 2 o’clock. 
The wholo town was illuminated, the 
earth trembled and a shower of rocks, 
continuing several minutes, rattled 
down on the houses, some of them 
crashing through the roofs. An area 
of 30 acres around the well was torn 
up, toppling over houses and barns, 
moving huge boulders from their beds 
and leaving holes from 15 to 30 feet 
deep. The people for many miles 
around were terrified by the strange 
phenomena._ 

Defends Himself from a Mob. 
Near Luraville, Fla., a mob of 
negroes, led by a negro preacher 
named Marshall, went to the house of 
a negro named Jack Thomas to lynch 
him for commuting rape on a negro 
girl. As the mob approached, Thomas 
opened fire with a Winchester. His 
first shot killed Marshall. Thomas 
continued firing, shooting down six 
other members of the mob, four of 
whom aro thought to be mortally 
wounded. The mob fired at Thomas 
without effect and finally fled. Thomas 
has surrendered to the authorities. 

Commissioners Named. 

The president has announced ths 
commissioners to investigate the cou 
troversies between certaiu railroads 
and their employes connected with the 
recent striko as follows: Carroll D, 
Wright, who is designated by the 
statute as one of tho commissioners; 
John I). Keenan, of New York, and 
Nicholas E. Worthington, of Peoria. 
III., selected by tlhe president. Under 
the law ho was obliged to appoint a 
citizen of Illinois as one of the com¬ 
missio ners. _ 

Hebrew Prayer Book. 

The editorial cominittco appointed 
by the recent conference of the Jewish 
Reformed church in America is com 
posed of tho Rev. Drs. G-. Gottholl, 
of New York; David Pliiliip3on, of 
Cincinnati; Rudolph Grossman, of 
New York; Jacob Voortzanger, of 
San Francisco, and Dorkowatz, of 
Philadelphia. After four days of 
labor at Cape May, N. J., they havo 
finished tho rovision of tho union 
prayer book and it is now ready for 
tho printer. The work has been in 
progress for two years. 

Killed Seven. 

A terrible accident, resulting in the 
death of seven men, occurred at 
Portsmouth, Eng. The Trinity house 
boat, having a crew of seven trained 
wreckers on board, was engaged 
|u blowing up the wreck 
of the yatcli Asalia in the Sol- 
pnt, as the wreck was dangerous to 
jiavigation. In some manner, which 
will never bo known, a dynamite 
tartridge exploded, killing seven iq?d 
ind shattering the bo at. 

A Bad Man Killed. 

Aaron Hammond, colored, chief of 
a gang of barn-burners, and who stood 
‘confessed to have burned the barn of 
Chase Bros., at Huntsville, was killed 
by Chief Davis, while Resisting arrest. 
When ordered to surrender, lie made 
at Ihe officer with a pruning knife, 
when he was shot and killed. 

Tom Stone and John Hammond, 
two other members of tho alleged 
gang, were jailed. 

Wholesale Discharge*. 

A wholesale discharge of clerks in 
the record and pension office of the 
war department has occurred, in an¬ 
ticipation of tho final enactment of the 
legislative bill, now in conference. In 
accordance with the policy of the war 
department, all details of the action 
are suppressed. It is known, however, 
that about 150 employes havo been 
notified that their services will be dis¬ 
pensed with. _

At Burnoy’s station Ind., on tho 
Big Four railroad, eitgheen miles east 
of Columbus, six masked mon tied 
George Herron, a seller of whiskey 
by the quart, to a telegraph pole amj 
gave luin 53 laskes with beech 
switches. 

The plant of tho Columbia Iron 
Works company, builders of the work- 
snips Detroit and Montgomery, ha* 
been damaged to the extent of $80,006 
by fire. The pattern shop,, in which 
Ihe plans of Ihe ships were kept, waj 
destroyed. 

At Oswego, N. Y., rioting long¬ 
shoremen entered the houses of James 
Sexsmith and Isaac Densmore, non¬ 
union men, during the night and 
brutally assaulted them. Sexsmith’s 
wife came to his assistance and wat 
beaten also. 

J° e Platt, a quiet and peaceable 
man living near Marion, La., was 
decoyed from his house and killed. 
Ills father-in-law was seriously 
wounded by the same parties. Tho 
Sheriff, with a posse, is after the mur¬ 
derers, who arc known. 

The switchmen of the A. R. U. ot 
Memphis, Tenn., held a meeting and 
passed resolutions condemning tho 
local officers of the order for not try- 
ng to get them back in their places, 


Orders have been issued for the re¬ 
moval of the United States forces 
from Chicago. It is thought that the 
the state militia and city police will bo 
able to preserve order. The federal 
forces go to Fort Sheridan, where 
they will constitute a reserve force 
within easy call in case of an emer¬ 
gency. 

Chicago has had another big blaze. 
The wholesale market of Nelson, Mor¬ 
ris & Co. was burned, and with it 
$50,000 worth of meats and property. 
There is no doubt that the fire was 
incendiary. When a batallion of ma- 
litia reached the scene great crowds on 
the street were cheering at (he burst 
of fire through the plate glass front. 

Three men were instantly killed and 
three seriously hurt by the breaking 
of an elevator dnijn at a brewery in 
New York city. The men were on 
large grain eke vat or, 10 feet square, 
loaded wa£h kegs, and had started 
from the 6th floor, when the drum 
broke and they went down to 
the, cellar with a crash. 

At Louisville, Ky., John Asch- 
baeker was abusing his wife, when 
Ids daughter, Mrs. T. F, Meagher, 
aged 32, shot him through the heart. 
He died instantly. He had beaten his 
wife and kicked her unmercifully, 
and she is reported to bo dying. Mrs. 
Meagher drove with her husband to 
Ihe jail and surrendered to the author¬ 
ities. 

A small crowd of rioters attempted 
to stop a freight traiu in the Grand 
Trunk yards in Chicago, and attacked 
officer Lindgren, who interfered, with 
stones and coupling pins. He fell, 
bruised in a dozen places, but regained 
his feet and fired, wounding Alexandei 
Hurt perhaps fatally, and a striker 
named Donnigau, slightly. Only one 
rioter was arrested. 

Washington E. Irving, ajnephew oi 
the famous author, was supposed to 
have died at Escandido and his funeral 
was held. After friends had passed 
the casket at the close of the services, 
a knocking was heard from within 
and, tho licl having been hastily re¬ 
moved, Irving rose up. He was in a 
dazed condition but soon regained his 
senses fully and was conveyed to his 
home.

On Thursday, whilq 
100 workmen who were on (heir waj 
to Pullman, they were stopped by the 
strikers and a fight ensued, which 
resulted in an agreement on the pari 
of the new men to go home. Latet 
they readied Pullman by anothef 
route, and went to work. 

The ware house and stables of Geo, 
W. Knox expressjeompany, occupying 
more than a fourih of a block at 2nd 
and B. streets, northwest, Washing¬ 
ton, D. C., were burned. Two hun¬ 
dred and five horses perished in tho 
flames. The Adams expross company’s 
stables were almost entirely consumed 
but tho horses were saved. Ten otlici' 
houses were burned. Three firemen 
were killed by falling wails aud foul 
injured. One of Knox’s stablemen 
was severely hurt, Loss $500,000. 

Two hundred citizens of Pond 
Creek, O. T., ha/e been arrested for 
train wrecking. Their lookouts posted 
on the house tops reported the ap¬ 
proach of twenty soldiers from Pond 
Creek station. Seizing their Winches¬ 
ters the citizens fell into line in high 
glee, prepared to defy the little squad 
of soldiers. Suddenly two companies 
of federal troops swarmed off of a 
train that had just arrived. This lit¬ 
tle circumstance modified tho defiance 
clause of tho proceedings. In fact the 
brave 200 surrendered at discretion. 

At Nashville, Tenn., Oliver Neely, 
colored, applied to J. A. Thomas, 
ticket agent at the union depot for a 
ticket for himself aud a half fare 
ticket for his child. The latter was 
refused on the ground that the child 
was not entitled to a half fare on ac¬ 
count of her age. Hot words ensued. 
Neely- became very abusive and 
when he made a suspicious move to¬ 
wards his hip pocket the agent seized 
a revolver and shot him in the left 
shoulder, inflicting a painful blit not 
dangerous wound. Mr. Thomas was 
arrested and released on bond.

St. Louis now claims a population 
of 600,000, which, if supported by 
figures, makes the Missouri metrop¬ 
olis the fifth in size of the large .cit¬ 
ies of the United States. 

St. Louis was founded in the yeai 
3001 B. C. by a protoplasm who was 
off his feed and didn’t care what he 
did. Having started the place, how> 
ever, he didn’t feel like leaving and 
did not leave until he discovered that 
it was no place for a live, go-ahead 
proto—and he left As nothing wag 
ever heard of him afterward, it is be¬ 
lieved by eminent authorities that he 
Went up into the Ozark hills and 
kicked himself to death for having 
boomed such a town.

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OUR NATIONAL CRISIS 


AND ITS REMEDY. 


BY REV. D. OGLESBY. 

No one need Be told now that our 
nation is in a crisis. Society boils 
like a tempest tossed sea. Millions of 
men and women “hanging on the 
ragged edge of staivation.” Millions 
tramping through the country beg¬ 
ging for labor, to earn bread. With 
the multitude it is a desperate strug¬ 
gle to live, while a few revel in luxury; 
“clothed in purple and fine linen,” 
possessing fabulous wealth. 

Why is it that this great inequalitv 


are crushed under this wheel of juger- 
naut by the thousand from week to 
week. It gloats in financial wrecks. 

The drummer system used by com¬ 
petition costs the consumers of our 
country as much as the expense of 
running the government. Then add 
to this the system of advertising. 
Every newspaper is filled with them. 
Bills, books, cards—even the fences 
on the highways and the walls of 
barns are decorated by flaming adver¬ 
tisements. The cost is all charged up 
to the consumer. Governments com¬ 
pete with each other. This whole 
tariff business is the fruit of com¬ 
petition. One government levies a 
tariff; the others retaliate. The only 
effect is, it raises the price of goods to 


exists in a republic? In a government i consumers, and makes offices for men 


formed expressly to secure equality. 
Why this upheaval? Why this inter¬ 
nal commotion? What is the cause, 
and what the remedy? There must 
be a cause, aud if we can find it, the 
remedy will suggest il self; for if the 
cause is removed, the effect will dis¬ 
appear. 

Some men think that the present 
system under which society now 
g'roans, is the best possible system— 
God pity their ignorance. Others 
think that a change in our tariff 
laws wou'd bring peace and quiet the 
counti-y. Others think that foreign 
immigration lias caused all our trouble 
Another class think that the single 
tax, a tax on land only, would be the 
remedy. They see no monopoly in 
anything except land. Their theory 
is abolish land monopoly and all is 
well. These, and many other theories 
are pot forth as the cause of our na¬ 
tional unrest. They arc theories, and 
only theories. What we need in this 
investigation is facts. It is a fact 
that within the memory of the writer 
(and he is not the oldest inhabitant) 
there has come on the stage of pro¬ 
duction more labor-saving machinery 
than ever existed in our world before. 
Not less than 85 or 90 per cent of the 
labor of the world is performed by 
labor-saving machinery, making the 
demand for wage labor less and less. 
And every day nearly some new labor- 
saving device is added. On I he other 
hand, the army of wage-workers grow 
larger every day, making a demand 
for work more and more imperative. 

Thus it is seen at a glance that this 
great gulf l etween Dives and Laza¬ 
rus grows wider, .loon*.. « 

-every day. 

What are we going to do about it? 
There it is. This great army of 
wage-workers is growing larger every 
day. They must eat. In order to eat 
they must work. If it is impossible 
to get work, then what? They will 
be forced to starve, or steal or fight. 
And are they not doing a little of 
each now? Must this Btate of things 
continue? If it does it must grow 
worse because the array of wage¬ 
workers must grow larger. 

What is the cause of this war be¬ 
tween capital and labor, and what is 
the remedy? The cause is this: Out- 
competitive syst m of business 
founded on usury, has made a class of 
men called capitalists. This class 
own and appropriate to themselves 
all the labor-saving machinery of the 
■world and all the benefits resulting 
from them. This small class called 
capitalists, using only a part of the 
army of wage-workers in connection 
with labor-saving machinery, can 
produce all that society needs, leav¬ 
ing the balance of the army of wage¬ 
workers to starve in idleness. 

The Remedy. 

The remedy is to institute a system 
in which and by which all the mem¬ 
bers of society will share propor¬ 
tionately in the benefits of labor-sav¬ 
ing machinery. This is the only 
remedy. If this was the case now, no 
one need work more than two or 
three hours a day, because labor sav¬ 
ing machinery performs three-fourths 
of the labor now. If we can’t ar¬ 
range a system in which all will share 
in the benefits of labor-saving ma¬ 
chinery, it would be better if no labor- 
saving machinery had been invented; 
for under our present system it is a 
curse to wage workers. This needed 
system is co-operation or socialism. 
What the. world needs, must and will 
have, is the System of socialism 
taught by Jesus Christ and practiced 
bv the early church. The world has 
been under the comjietitive system 
for 6,000 years It has Wrecked every 
government nearly; those that are 
left standing to-day are on the borders 
of violent revolution—standing over 
rumbling volcanoes. 

Competition at its best ■ is social 
war. When it matures and comes to 
perfection it ends in civil war. It is 
individualism. It is every man for 
himself, if the devil does get the liind- 
ermost. It is hatred. There is no 
love in its makeup. It practically re¬ 
pudiates the fact that man is his 
brother’s keeper, it ignores the fact 
that an injury to any one is the con¬ 
cern of all. It is division and disin¬ 
tegration. It divides, separates and 
produces inequality. Founded on 
selfishness it cultivates the baser part 
of man’s nature, and fills society with 
envy and jealousy. It antagonizes 
the commerce of the world to Chris¬ 
tianity. It pervades every fiber of 
society. From the huckster on the 
street corner to the great govern¬ 
ments of earth its deadly work is seen 
and felt. It is the most expensive 
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that are too lazy to labor for a living. 
The toiling millions must pay the bills 
of erecting custom houses and sup¬ 
porting revenue collectors; whether 
the collector collects anything or not. 

Then governments competing with 
each other under the show of main¬ 
taining the balance of power, main¬ 
tain large standing armies. Europe 
is loaded down with armies number¬ 
ing millions in time of peace. These 
useless masses, organized for murder 
on a gigantic scale, must be supported 
off the labor of the toiling masses. 

Then add the expense of war ships, 
forts and arsenals, guns and ammu¬ 
nition, military schools, etc,, etc. 
What a burlesque to parade these 
agencies of death, of murder, of blood, 
with ail tlieir glitter and call this 
Christian civilization. It is vastly 
more develish than Christian. The 
expense saddled on the poor is slav¬ 
ery. 

The world must be emancipated 
from this system of competition in 
order to be free. We must substitute 
love for hatred. 

Socialism applied to the money 
question would emancipate labor 
forthwith. Every idle man in the 
United States might be put to useful 
labor in a week. Let the people de¬ 
mand it at the ballot box. 

There will never be a settled state of 
society in our country, nor no where 
else in the world until gove rnments 
adopt and act on the foregoing lines. 
Justice demands that governments 
secure to all its citizens cquil oppor¬ 
tunities. Socialism applied will do 
this. Competition prevents it.

We have 
had socialism perverted to oppress the 
masses for ages Governments have 
been used in that way. 

Every trust, every eojubuie, every 
corporation, is socialism for the bene¬ 
fit of a class. It is perverted social¬ 
ism. It is this class of socialists who 
cry out against true socialism. True 
socialism, the kind that the world 
needs, is government socialism, or 
socialism of all society instead of 
classes in society. Let the govern¬ 
ment, all its citizens, be the only 
capitalist. Individualism will still 
have ample scope for operating, 
limited only by not being permitted 
to levy tribute on society. 

True socialism is coming. Wemight 
as well undertake to make the Missis 
sippi river run toward the north pole 
as to try to stop its coming. 

For six thousand years, nearly, the 
world has been “groaningand travail¬ 
ing in pain” under the grinding- law 
of competition. Now the seventh 
thousand year period, which is to be 
God’s millennium is at the door and 
the world is going to be “born again’ 
We are in the throes of the new birth 
now. In that new era civil law will 
be in harmony with divine law. As 
it is now human law is elevated above 
divine law. 

This is tno disturbing element which 
distracts society all over the world, 
Our definition of usury elevates man’s 
law above God’s law. Our land tenure 
laws do the same thing. Out of these 
two errors have come all the strife 
and commotion which vex and 

agitate society. In the millen¬ 

nial period which is being 
ushered in, civil governments or 
law will be just, and in harmony with 
divine law.

The republicans are tickled over the 
way Senator Hoar goes for the high 
protection of the democrats. It is 
Satan rebuking sin—nay more ridicul¬ 
ing sin. Hoar said, speaking of the 
pending democratic tariff bill: 

“It represents no principle. The 
free trader does not approve it. The 
protectionist does not approve it. The 
wage-earner does not approve it. The 
employer does not approve it. It does 
not help capital. It does not help 
labor. It does not keep any pledge. It 
does not conform to any political plat¬ 
form. The committee that reported 
it do not approve it. The democrats 
on that committee do not approve it. 
The house does not approve it. The 
senate does not approve it. The men 
who are to vote for it, most of them, 
are to violate their oaths to support 
the constitution, as they understand 
it, when they cast their votes,” 


voters believe that we represented 
protection and that the democrats ad¬ 
vocated the abolition of protection.

We must address our¬ 
selves to the giant questions of 
finance; we must liberate the people 
from the bondage of the money lend¬ 
ers;-we must give honest industry 
prosperity, by furnishing it with an 
adequate supply of currency for the 
business of the country. To attempt 
any longer to deceive the peop e about 
pretended differences on the question 
of protection, where none really exists, 
would he a shameful and unworthy 
trick, and a damnable crime against 
God and man. While we are fighting 
this sham battle the republic is ad¬ 
vancing through the gates of univer¬ 
sal distress to the hell of anarchy—or 
to the greater perdition of an aristo¬ 
cratic, absolute despotism.”

The Chinese Tongue. 

In the Chinese language all the 
words are monosyllables. But each 
monosyllable may have as many as a. 
dozen distinct meanings. To distin¬ 
guish these the words are uttered in 
different “tones” each word varying 
or changing in pitch according to its 
significance. In speaking a monosyl¬ 
lable the pitch is set either high or 
low, and is kept constant or raised or> 
sunk, even as much as a semi-tone. 
The result is that • the Chinese detect 
difierences of “tone” more readily 
than variations in the vowel seuiuls. 
In addition, when a monosyllable pro¬ 
nounced in a certain manner has more 
than one meaning, certain qualifying 
articles (classifier-) are used with these 
words to distinguish them. Hence it 
comes that all Chinese puns depend 
on a confusion between two different 
vowels in monosyllabic words. So the 
puns are invariably bad, and nevei 
attain to the refined atrocity so com¬ 
mended by Lamb.—New York Dis¬ 
patch.

The papoose-boarc 1 , or cradle, le 
made in various ways, the most com¬ 
mon being a straight board about 
two and a-half feet long, fifteen 
inches wide at the top and nino 
Inches at tho bottom, made from 
cedar or some other wood that will 
split straight and easy. It is worked 
down with stone scrapers and orna¬ 
mented with paint to suit the more 
or less artistic taste of the mother. 
Over the top is a whoop, under which 
the infant’s beau is placed. The lit¬ 
tle one is wrapped in furs and skins 
like a mummy, its tiny arms bound 
close to its body with the wrappings. 
Then this baby bundle is laid upon 
Its back on the board and fastened 
by lashings passed through holes near 
the edges of the board and (Irmly 
laced. Tho hoop over tho top Is to 
protect the head of the child from 
bruises, in case the cradle should 
fall. 

The cradle with Its baby load is 
carried by the mother upon her back, 
•a strap made of woven bark or 
ta ;ned skin passing across her fore¬ 
head and having the ends fastened 
to the board. When the mother is 
at work at home, she will stand tho 
cradle up against the side of the wig¬ 
wam; but when working in the field 
it is bung on a convenient bough of 
a tree, out of reach of the wolves. 
This is an easy matter for her, tor 
all Indians can climb like squirrels, 
and the infant being upon her ba-k, 
held only by the strap about her own 
head, does not interfore in the least 
with her climbing. From ooe to 
half-a-dozen or more specimens of 
tbis kind of fruit have been seen 
hanging upon a single tree, while the 
.mothers were picking berries.

facturers. 

Chicago, August 11—I'Special.']—It waa re- 
[ported to-day that a largo sum of money has 
iboen offered the proprietors of tho euro lor

’is famous all over tho country for its won¬ 
derful effect, This offer, it was said, was 
.made by parlies who desire to take it off the 
market and stop its sale, boeause of its In¬ 
jury to tile tobacco business. Mr. H. L. 
Kramer, general manager of tho No-To-Bac 
business, was interviewed at ills office, 45 
Randolph street, and whon questioned 
promptly said :

The state troops who were encamped 
at Birmingham have been relieved 
from duty And ec;xi home. 

In th# matter of tho impeachment 
of Judge Tally, the supreme court has 
rendered a decision sustaining tho 
charge, Judge Head dissenting. 

Mr. Win. W, Harris, a young law¬ 
yer of Decatur, has been appointed by 
Hie supreme court judges to be court 
stenographer and secretary to the chief 
justice, 

There are 400 cases are docketed 
for the fall term of the United States 
district court, which begins on the 
first Monday in September at Bir¬ 
mingham. 

An emorjj wheel bnrsled at the Ala¬ 
bama Iron works in Birmingham last 
Tuesday nnd Thomas Stokes, who was 
at the wheel grinding some castings, 
was hit by pieces and instantly killed. 

Jerald McGill was killed near Per¬ 
dido, Baldwin county, last Monday. 
It is thought the killing grew out of a 
fend between the Briars and Hadleys, 
the McGills being friendly to the 
Briars. 

On Monday night Wallace Smith 
was struck on the head with a brick by 
an unknown negro, in Birmingham. 
Smith is a lad of 17. His head is 
severely cut above the eye. The ne¬ 
gro escaped. 

On Monday afternoon near Elyton, 
Thomas Price and.his son, T. D. Price, 
had a clifiieuliy which ended in tho 
son’s stabbing the father seriously in 
the breast. The sou was arrested and 
carried to jail, 

Mary Lewis, the colored girl who 
was shot in the thigh at Montgomery 
a few days ago, by another negro girl 
who was playing with a gun, having 
submitted to amputation, sank under 
the operation, lingered a day and died. 

The striking miners, after a lengthy 
discussion, rejected the proposition of 
the Tennessee Coal, Iron and Railroad 
Company. It is said that a counter 
proposition has been formulated and 
will be presented to the officers of tho 
company. 

Fannie Crawford, living at 1405, 
5th avenue, Birmingham, toft her 
child, 17 montliB old, in ebargo of its 
sister while she went out after some 
clothes. During her absence the 
child fell into a tub of water and was 
drowned. 

Annie Davis, negro girl, at Mont¬ 
gomery, while hand ling a gun in her 
father’s store, playfully pointed it at 
Mary Lewis, colored, and it fired. 
The ball hit the girl in the upper part 
of the thigh, it is thought amputa¬ 
tion will be necessary. 

The steam ship Clearwater, which 
arrived at Mobile at 1 o’clock on Tues¬ 
day, from Cuba aud Puerto Cortez, 
Honduras, made the round Hip in 10 
days, having left Mobile at 1 p. in. 
July 28, This beats all previous 
records. She brought 1800 bunches 
of bananas. 

Win. Campbell and Clanton Max¬ 
well, who are cousins, living near 
Montgomery, fell out over family 
affairs and ’ fought. Campbell was 
mauling Maxwell when the Jatier got 
out his knife aud cut him in the back. 
He is not dangerously hurt. Maxwell 
was arrested. 

M. J. Shoughncssy’s livery slable at 
Huntsville, occupied by A. D. Rogers, 
was burned last Tuesday. The fire 
originated in the hay in the second 
story, and is supposed to have resulted 
from the careless use of matches. 
Adjoining property was saved by well 
directed work of the fire department. 

Last Sunday night Dr. W. R. 
Luckie, of Birmingham, lost his horse 
and buggy at Camp Forney. Two 
strange men were seen driving off 
with it. The horse was found next 
morning wandering in the woods 
near Pratt mines. Dr. Luckie lias 
offered a reward for the return of the 
buggy. 

Tho state troops which were en¬ 
camped at Birmingham last week 
were ordered home, the first regiment 
leaving at 10 p. m, Sunday, the sec¬ 
ond going Monday evening. The 
latter was ordered back, before reach¬ 
ing its dcstiuaiion, on account of the 
attack of the strikers on the Pratt 
mines. 

Miss Della Winn, 17 years of age, 
the daughter of Lee Winn, a farmer 
living some ten miles west of Annis¬ 
ton, committed suicide on last Friday 
evening by throwing herself in front 
of a swiftly moving train, ller body 
was thrown as high as the smoke 
stack and fell a hundred feet from 
where she was struck. Cause, disap¬ 
pointment in love. 

Tom Tolbert, a negro, was convicted 
some four years ago in Atlanta, Ga., 
of an assault on a negro girl and sen¬ 
tenced to four years in the peniten¬ 
tiary. lie escaped from the county 
jail and came to Birmingham. Last 
week he was pointed out by another 
negro and arrested. Tho Georgia 
authorities were notified, and deputy 
sheriff Ryan of Fulton county came 
after him.

Alexander Barler, of Eufaula, his 
son-in-law, Wash Hudson, and W, A. 
Haigler, tho two iallcr of Louisville, 
Barbour county, have been arrested 
on the charge of raising one dollar 
bills to tens and twenties. They were 
carried to Montgomery and Hudson 
and IJaiglcr were rolcased under bond 
to appear before Commissioner Seals. 
Barler was committed in dcfalt of 
bond. 

Roily Lane, a boy of 13 years, son 
of Sani Lane, shot. Emmett Brooks, 14 
years of age, son of Charles Brooks, 
near Opelika. It is thought that the 
wound will prove fatal, us the load, 
which was of cluck shot, perforated 
Hie stomach. The boy, Lane, says 
that Brooks cursed and abused him 
and attempted to assault him with a 
heavy stick. His father delivered him 
to the authorities. 

One dollar bills raised to $10 aro 
being circulated. Several of them 
have been detected in Montgomery. 
The raising is poorly executed by cut¬ 
ting the figure $10 from old Confeder¬ 
ate bills and pasting over the $1 on 
(he one dollar bill. Such hills are 
said to be in circulation throughout 
the state. They can be detected at a 
glance, but may be taken in a rush of 


business, or imposed on the ignorant. 

On Monday evening at Helena a 
fight occnrred in which the partici¬ 
pants were Irwin Lambert and Horace 
Riddle, who seized some of Lambert’s 
fingers between his teeth and bit them 
nearly off". Lambert in turn chewed 
off a part^of Riddle’s left ear. While the 
two were thus mangling each other a 
14-year old son of Riddle ran up and 
stabbed Lambert in the hack. The 
wound is a dangerous one. The Rid¬ 
dles, father and son, were arrested. 

The negro, Tom Tolbert, arrested 
in Birmingham and wanted in Geor¬ 
gia as an escaped convict, has been 
masquerading under several aliases. 
When arrested he was identified as 
Eddie Jones, who was sent up from 
Jttterson criminal court for two years 
for grand larceny, aud who escaped 
from Coalburg after one day’s service 
there. So Mr. Tolbert-Tolliver-Jones 
goes back to Coalburg to dig two years 
for Alabama before returning to pay 
the four years’ work he owes Georgia. 

The Birmingham Eveuing News 
says it is informed from a reliable 
source that the Tennessee Coal and 
Iron company has made to the execu 
tive committee of tho striking miners 
a proposition to pay for mining coal 
37 1-2 cents per ton, when No. 1 
foundry iron is worth $8.50, or less, 
per ton; and 2 1-2 cents additional 
per ton, for mining coal, for every 
advance of 50 cents on the price of 
iron, until it reaches $11 per ton; anil 
then 2 1-2 cents additional for every 
advance of $1,00 

& Robert Talraert, a young man of 20, 
and three other young men, boarded 
a freight train at Birmingham, intend¬ 
ing to beat their way to Mobile. At 
Greenville they got oft and took 
several drinks. When the train 
started again, they climbed up on a 
“gondola” coal car. They sat beside 
each other, Talmert having his feet 
over on the next car, and when the 
train began to slow up at Wilcox he 
was thrown from his seat by the 
bumping together of the cars. Ho 
fell between the cars and was ground 
to death under the wheels. 

DEATH OF PATTI ROSA. 

The Well Known Soubrette Dies Un¬ 
expectedly in New York. 

Patti Rosa, the well-known 
soubrette, died unexpectedly Sunday 
I morning at 5 o’clock at St. Francis 
Hospital, New York city, where she 
had just undergone an operation for 
appendicitis. 

About a week ago she was taken ill, 
and the physician whom she consulted 
informed her (hat she was suffering 
from appendicitis and advised her to 
go to tho hospital at once. The 
necessary operation was performed 
successfully, it was thought, and she 
was recovering rapidly. A change 
for the worse set in suddenly Sunday 
morning, and she died before eilhei 
her husband or her mother, who had 
been summoned, could reach her. 

In private life Patti Rosa was Mrs. 
John W. Dunne. She was an Ameri¬ 
can by birth and was about thirty 
years old. She had gained a high 
reputation in tier special line, and was 
best known by her work in the title 
role of “Bob,” apiece which she play¬ 
ed successfully both in this country 
and in England. 

Mr. Dunne, accompanied by his 
wife’s mother Mrs, Rosa, will take 
the body to Chicago, and the funeral 
will beheld there on Thursday.

In Colorado. The etory of Tarsney’s 
Tar and Foathers Told. 

Jos. R, Wilson, tho El Paso county 
deputy sheriff', eaplured by Adjutant 
General Tareney in Missouri lias made 
full confession and given to Chief of 
Police Armstrong of Denver, the 
names of all men connected with (he 
outrage committed in Colorado 
Springs a few weeks ago. He con 
firmed the story that a murderer from 
El Paso county jail was allowed to 
help put tar and feathers on tho Colo¬ 
rado Adjutant-General. According 
lo Wilson’s story the men engaged in 
the disgraceful enterprise wore sher¬ 
iff Bowers, his deputy sheriff Rob 
Mullins, Captain Saxton of Troop A, 
Sergeant Bancroft of Troop A, Depu¬ 
ty Sheriff J. R. Wilson, Deputy 
Quackenbosh, Sheridan Crumley, Wal¬ 
ter Crumley, “Shorty” Allen, and per¬ 
haps one or two others including a 
woman. The police now have threo 
confessions, those of Wilson, Parker 
and a prisoner in (he El Paso county 
jail, who is being held as a witness to 
a murder committed in Cripple Creek. 
These men men will all be brought 
beforc'ihe grand jury now sitting in 
Colorado Springs. Chief of Police 
Armstrong confirms the report that 
Wilson had made a full confession a s 
stated in Tho News. 


BADLY BEATEN. 

An Assistant Yard Master By Un¬ 
known Persons. 

The places of the militia on guard 
at Pullman have been taken by police 
who patrolled the railroad crossings, 
and packing houses. 

The withdrawal of troops was fol¬ 
lowed by several attacks on working¬ 
men. 

Assistant yard master Thomas of 
the Michigan Central was badly beat¬ 
en by unknown persons at lfeiissing- 
ton. lie was found unconscious from 
a scalp wound. Two attempts were 
made last Tuesday night to burn tho 
Chicago and Erie cars. The cars were 
smeared with waste and were burning 
when discovered by policemen. Nine 
hundred men were at work in the 
shops of the Pullman company Tues¬ 
day morning. Tho force is com¬ 
posed of new men by a large majority. 
The police expect that the strikers 
wili make some demonstration. 

To Pay Members of Parliament. 

In answering the interpellation oi 
Samuel Wood, labor M. P. in the 
house of commons, on i, recent after¬ 
noon, Sir William Harcourt, chancel¬ 
lor of the exchequer, said that the gov¬ 
ernment would introduce at tho next 
session a bill providing for tho pay- 
of members. 

Money for tlio Irish. 

The Freeman’s Journal, Dublin, 
publishes a letter from Justin McCar¬ 
thy acknowledging the receipt of 
$5,000 for the Irish parliamentary 
fund from ex-.Judge Thomas Moran, 
of Chicago, who presented the money 
in the behalf of many American con¬ 
tributors, 


AT THE CAPITOL. 

A Synopsis of- What is Being Said and 
Done at Washington from Day to Day. 


Ono Hundred ancl Nlnty-Ninth Day. 

Senate. —ThV- bffll defining options 
and futures and placing special taxes 
thereon, was read si second time, by 
request of its author, Mr. Davis, of 
Minnesota, aud laid on tho table — 
Mr. Mills offered a Tesoliitiou declar¬ 
ing that in national toxatiou these 
three principles Jlionld he observed: 
“That all taxes ate burdens and can 
only he rightfully ^imposed to raise 
revenue for the support of the govern¬ 
ment; that when taxe^- are imposed on 
imported goods the rake should be so 
low as not materially to restrict im¬ 
portation, and that only 
those articles which are ready for con¬ 
sumption should be taxed and 
all articles imported for manufacture 
or remanufacture should he exempt 
from duty.” The resolution was at 
Mr Mill’s request laid on the table for 
the present.—A conference was or¬ 
dered on the deficiency Will.—Mr. 
Chandler’s resolution of inquiry rela¬ 
tive to the Dominion Coal company 
of Nova Scotia, was amondecl so as to 
extend the investigation materially, 
and went over without action.— 
The house bill providing for die in¬ 
spection of immigrants by United 
States consuls was taken up with the 
substitute, reported by Mr. Hill from 
the committee oa immigration, for the 
exclusion and deportation of anarch¬ 
ists. Several amendments were 
agreed to and tho substitute as 
amended was adopted. The bill was 
then passed aud a conference asked 
for, and after an executive session tho 
senate adjourned. 

House —The senate amendments 
to the house bill rearranging the judi¬ 
cial districts of North Carolina were 
concurred in,—The house failed to 
concur in the senate amendments to 
die general deficiency bill aud asked 
for a conference.—A resolution re- 
questing the senate to return the con¬ 
ference report on the river and harbor 
bill, to which tJie house had agreed, 
on account of the loss of a sheet there¬ 
from since it was reported by 
tho conference committoe, was 
agreed to. — Tho contested 
election case of Williams vs. Settle 
from the Fifth North Carolina district 
went over until next session.—Mr. 
Johnson, democrat, of Ohio, present¬ 
ed a memorial of the Central Labor 
Union of Cleveland, preferring 
charges against August J. Ricks, 
judge of tho United States court for 
the northern district of Ohio, and de¬ 
manding his impeachment. It is 
charged that he collected and il¬ 
legally retained for his own 
use several hundred dollars in fees 
while acting as clerk of the court, 
over which lie now presides. Refer, 
red to the committee on tho judiciary. 
—Nine private pension bills were 
passed.—The conference report on the 
river and habor bill was agreed to.— 
The conference committee on the In¬ 
dian biii reported a disagreement. 
Fending a vote on a motion that the 
house recede from its disagreement to 
tLe senate amendments, tho house ad¬ 
journed until tomorrow. 

Two Hundredth Day. 

Senate. —A substitute for the house 
bill to prevent interference in the col¬ 
lection of state aud county tuxes as¬ 
sessed against corporate property was 
reported from the judiciary commit¬ 
tee and agreed to and the bill passed. 
It provides for enforcing the pilot i y 
of tax liens on property in the hand! 
of receivers.—The house bankruptcy 
bill was reported from tho judiciary 
committee, with amendment, and or¬ 
dered printed with other amendments 
by Mr. Hoar.—Mr. Cray from the 
committee on foreign relations report¬ 
ed resolutions requesting the president 
to institute negotiations for the release 
of citizens of the United Slates now 
held in Cuba under charges of com¬ 
plicity with insurrection, where they 
aro so held without trial and on mere 
suspicion. The resolution was amend¬ 
ed technically and passed. — A bill was 
passed providing that on the death of 
any pensioner the accrued pension shall 
bo paid, firtt, to his widow, second 
to his children under 16, If tho de¬ 
ceased pensioner was a widow, the 
pension shall he paid to her minor 
children. Such accrued pension not to 
be considered as a part, of the asscsts 
of the deceased, nor liable for debt. 
At 2 o'clock the senate adjourned. 

House. —The amendments by the 
senate to the hill to subject National 
hank and United Slates treasury notes 
to stato and county taxation were 
concurred in.—A senate concurrent 
lesolution asking the secretary of the 
interior to suspend the opening v to set¬ 
tlement of the Amanda reservation in 
Florida until congress takes some ac¬ 
tion relative thereto was passed.— 
The house receded from its non-con¬ 
currence in the senate amendment to 
the Indian appropriation bill and it 
was passed.—Bills from the commit¬ 
tee on public lands occupied the re¬ 
mainder of the session, and at 2;40 
the house adjourned. 

Two Hundred and First Day. 

Senate. —Mr. Allen, of Nebraska, 
introduced a hill to prevent profession¬ 
al lobbying, It defines a lobbyist to 
be “a person who habitually attempts 
to influence the legislative action of 
congress by soliciting members to sup¬ 
port or defeat measures,” and makes 
lobbying an offense punishable by fine 
and imprisonment. Referred.—The 
conference report on the Indian ap¬ 
propriation bill was agreed to. 
Among several bills taken from the 
calendar and passed was the hill au¬ 
thorizing a bridge across tho Chatta¬ 
hoochee river near Columbia, Ala., 
and the senate bill to further encour¬ 
age the holding of a world’s fair in 
Atlanta, Ga., in 1895. It provides 
for the admission of foreign exhibits 
duty free, and for medals with appro¬ 
priate devices,—Attempt was made to 
take up the bankruptcy bill, hut failed, 
and, at 3:25, the senate adjourned. 

House. —The house noil-concurred 
in the senato amendments to the bill 
providing for the inspection of immi¬ 
grants by consuls, and a conference 
was agreed to.—Two or threo private 
hills were passed_Resolutions re¬ 

ported by the judiciary committee, 
providing for the investigation, of 
charges by the central labor union of 
Cleveland, Ohio, against Judge Ricks, 
were agreed to, Bills providing for 


the erection of public buildings were 
considered in committee of the whole 
and favorable reports ordered on the 
bills providing for buildings at New 
Port, Ky.. Broctou, Mass., Poltsville, 
Pa., Patterson, N. J., South Omaha, 
Neb., and Cumberland, Md. Pend¬ 
ing consideration of the bill for tho 
erection of a new postoflice building 
in Chicago, (lie house, at 6:40, ad¬ 
journed. 

Two Hundred and Second Day. 

Senate. —The house bill to repeal in 
part and to limit a section of the re¬ 
vised statutes, under which bounty 
land warrants aro refused to veterans 
of the Mexican war who served in the 
Confederate army was under discussion 
when a motion to go into executive 
session was agreed to, and the doors 
were closed. Upon tlie close of the 
executive session the senate, at 1:40, 
adjourned. 

House.— Mr. Bouteile, of Maine 
brought up the Hawaiian question as 
one of privilege, and took up a 
considerable part of the session in 
criticising tbs policy of the administra¬ 
tion. He was at length ruled out of 
order and sat down—The bill to in¬ 
crease the efficiency of (he militia 
came up and a long discussion ensued 
relating chiefly to the action of the 
government in sending troops to Chi¬ 
cago. The morning hour expired and 
the bill went over without action. 
The house in committee of tho whole 
considered bills on the piivate calendar 
reported from the cominitteee, on 
claims. Six bids were passed and the 
house at 4:50, adjourned. 

Two Hundred and Third Day. 

Senate. —A resolution was offered 
by Mr. Chandler, and went over, for 
an investigation, by tho committee on 
privileges aud elections, as to whether 
the recent Alabama election was full, 
free, fair and honest, aud whether it 
resulted in the choice of a legislature 
entitled to elect a United Stales sena¬ 
tor.—Mr. Hill offered a resolution 
directing the senate conferees on the 
tariff bill to report to the senate if 
they are likely to come to an agree¬ 
ment, and if not. to report the princi¬ 
pal items of disagreement, so tho 
senate may take action thereon. Pres¬ 
ent consideration of the resolution 
being objected lo it went over. Mr. 
Aldrich, one of the senate conferees, 
made an effort to keep the matter 
before tho senate by offering a substi¬ 
tute for the resolution presented last 
week to discharge tho finance commit¬ 
tee from consideration of Senator 
Allen’s hill “for the relief of the 
several states of the Union,” the sub¬ 
stitute being an instruction to the 
senate tariff' conferees to report a dis¬ 
agreement. The remainder of (lie 
morning hour was taken up in tho 
discussion of tho substitute. Tho 
senate then held an executive session 
aud adjourned at 4;30. 

House. —The session was almost 
wholy taken up in considering tho 
conference report on the sundry civil 
bill, which showed somo items of 
disagreement. The report was agreed 
to. The house voted to insist on its 
disagreement to the amendments still 
in dispute except those relating to tho 
purchase of a site for the government 
printing office, Tho house conferees 
were instructed to propose to the sen¬ 
ate conferees, in lieu of (he provisions 
relating to the World's Fair at Atlanta, 
the substance of tho hill reported to 
the house July 4, appropriating $200,- 
000 in aid thereof.

NO WIND AS BAD AS TOO MUCH. 


Hoyt tho Clarence 8. Bement Came to Stop 
at Fayal. 

That old ocean is dangerous even 
when he wears a smiling face and 
there is no shrieking wind and angry 
waves giving to a stanch ship a thor¬ 
ough shaking up is shown ty the 
experience of the Clarence S. Bement. 
the Bement was just about as pretty 
a 2,0C0-ton iron ship as tho Phila¬ 
delphia shipyards ever turned out, 
but when she returns to this port her 
owners and agents will hardly know 
her. On March 13, Captain L. II. 
Franck, who commands her, started 
from Liverpool for New York with 
his ship partly laden with salt The 
next heard of the Bement was that 
6he was at Fayal, having been towed 
by a British tramp steamer, the 
Rotherfleld, which found her 440 
miles from the nearest land, floating 
helpless on the sea. The Bement. 
had weathered a small hurricane 
without any difficulty, and, as some¬ 
times happens at sea, the next day 
there was not wind enough to keep 
“steerage way” on the ship. Over tho 
whole expanse of water not a ripple 
was to be seen, although the captain 
prayed, the mates swore, and the 
crew whistled for at least a capful. 
But no ripple came. Instead, there 
was a long, smooth, wicked swell. A 
Wall of water with an unbroken sur¬ 
face would rise up away on the hori¬ 
zon’s edge,sweep swiftly and silently, 
but with almost irresistible force, 
toward the ship, lift her up on its 
crest as though she were a chip, and 
pass away as swiftly and silently as 
It came, only to be followed by an¬ 
other and another, with a regular 
procession keeping up the rear. 

After a time the helpless ship was 
twisted around until these swells 
ca’ ght her broadside on, and then 
the trouble began. Instead of a 
strain on the. backstays came the 
wide sweep through x,he air of the 
upper masts, with their spars and 
sails, from port to starboard as the 
swell lifted her, and from starboard 
to port as it passed away, and she 
went down the dizzy incline into the 
trough of the sea. Under certain 
circumstauces even wire rigging will 
break and the strongest of chain- 
plates give way. The constant, 
“thrashing” of the tall masts dually 
tore them loose. Rip, tear, smash, 
went sails, spars, and masts, and the 
ship Clarence B. Bement was a wreck, 
over 400 miles from land, and in a 
“dead calm.” 

A short time afterward along came 
the tramp, found a job just to her 
[ king, promising big profits for small 
risk, took her to I aval, and will in 
flue time collect a fat bill for salvage.

Did World Trying to Cripple Us — Finan¬ 
cial Embarassment Most Potent, the 
lowers Relieve, to Disablo Republican¬ 
ism — Reasons for the Theory.

: Is there a conspiracy—a monarchi¬ 
cal conspiracy —against . the United 
States government? Just such a sen¬ 
sational suggestion comes from Eu¬ 
rope, and the sponsor for it ik a man 
high in foreign financial circles—one 
Who has had the closest relations with 
the greatest banking institution of 
Great Britain. 

It is in a letter to a New Y r ork man 
of social and business consequence 
that this startling theorj' is brought 
forward. The letter is long, and it 
goes into details which suggest that 
the writer lias spent much time and 
study on the question from which be 
elicits the astonishing notion that the 
United Stales is being secretly warred 
upon by the monarchs oC the old 
world. From one of the statements 
contained in the letter it is to be in¬ 
ferred that before long the writer 
may demand, through a member of 
parliament, answers from his govern¬ 
ment as to whether or not there is 
substantial basis for his suspicious. 
Such an inquiry would be likely to 
produce a marked sensation. 

It is apropos of the tremendous 
shipments of American gold abroad 
that the letter makes most ado. In 
these shipments, according to the 
writer, is to be found absolute evi¬ 
dence of what he badly characterizes 
as “the conspiracy.” 

Whatever the foundation for such 
suggestions may be, there certainly 
is abundant interest and uniqueness 
in his theorizing as to the cause of 
the American gold exportation move¬ 
ment, which has now extended over a 
period of three or four years, and 
that without any satisfactory expla¬ 
nation, for through the greater part 
of that time — almost continually— 
the international balance of trade 
has been largely in favor of the 
United Slates, and should have been 
causing the flow of gold this way in¬ 
stead of from here. So much of the 
letter as bears on this alleged con¬ 
spiracy of the foreign powers against 
our government-the Herald is permit¬ 
ted to quote. 

Movement of the Gold- 
“It is simply impossible,” says the 
writer, “to propound or defend any 
theory which will account for the ac¬ 
cumulation of American gold in 
Europe — or, rather, the taking away 
of America’s gold by Europe—if one 
•tries to harmonize this gold movement 
with the natural and apparent condi¬ 
tions of commerce and trade finance. 
The reason must be looked for in a far 
different quarter. p The gold move¬ 
ment to Europe from America is not 
natural. It is a manufactured move¬ 
ment. Who are the makers of it and 
why should they make it? None of 
doctrinaires can tell Some of them 
attempt explanations, but their efforts 
are stupid and inconsequential. 

“The United States might as well 
face the facts in the case—she is losing 
gold for the reason that Europe is in 
a campaign to weaken and discredit 
her. 

“Three years ago the United States 
had between 8300,000,000 and 8400,000,- 
000 of gold in the government treas¬ 
ury. Your publicists and your press 
were agitated over the problem of what 
you could ever do to relieve yourselves 
of the incubus of the ‘surplus.’ Now 
your treasury gold is below a quarter 
of what it was then, and there seem 
abounding indications that the figures 
will go to far lower figures. 

Jig’ 'The prospect is grave enough, in¬ 
deed, to warrant the prediction that 
before the summer season is ended 
you will be embroiled in active worri- 
ment as to ways and means for re¬ 
storing your diminished gold supply. 

“Just as your fund has gone down, 
the gold holdings of the depositories 
have filled up. Give more than a 
casual glance at the figures and you 
will be astounded at the showing. 
When your government had over $350,- 
000,000 on hand, the foreign gold hold¬ 
ings were considered ample, so far as 
Europe’s own estimates and calcula¬ 
tions were to be relied upon. But the 
telling fact is that every European 
power of the first consequence has 
been assiduously engaged ever since 
in accumulating the yellow metal on 
an extensive basis See the figures: 
Bank of Germany, increased in 

three years. ... $50,000,000 

Bank of England, increased in 

three years. 75,000,090 

Bank of France, increased in 

three years. 100,009,000 

Bank of Russia, increased in 
three yoars. 100,009,000 

Total.$335,000,000 

“And that is just about the amount 
in aggregate which the United States 
has during same time lost. 

“Bear in mind this fact, that the 
shipments from the United States 
have not been regularly to any one 
European country. Shipments have 
been made to England for awhile. 


Then of a sudden there has been a 
change to France. Then, unexpect¬ 
edly, Germany — Berlin and Vienna— 
has been the drawee. Between 
whiles Russia has loomed up. All 
this goes to show, clearly and con¬ 
vincingly, that there has been a well 
understood plan of campaign against 
the United States. 

“Until within the last decade there 
has been small apprehension upon 
this side of the ocean as to the effect 
in Europe of the example which ihe 
United States sets in the way of re¬ 
publicanism. Within that time, how¬ 
ever,there have accumulated many in¬ 
dications that the American form of 
government was exercising most ef¬ 
fective influence upon European con¬ 
ditions and the course of European 
events. Were it not for this Ameri¬ 
canism with which we have on this 
side of the ocean become inoculated, we 
should not now be bothering over the 
campaign to be begun to abolish the 
British house of lords, nor would 
every European government be worry¬ 
ing over revolutionary propositions to 
give ‘the common people’ a chance. 
In view of all this, it is agreed and 
recognized that America must be con¬ 
quered. In the force of arms this is 
impossible — so at least, the European 
opinion is now. Resort must be had 
to other means. When a nation has 
plenty of iron and steel and stout 
hearts it is unconquerable, provided 
it has one other requisite, and that 
other requisite is gold. It is on this 
account, and with a full understand¬ 
ing of this fact, that the monarchical 
crowd over here have determined to 
drain the United States of America of 
its gold. 

To "Down” Americanism. 

“Here you have the reason and the 
explanation for this continued efflux 
of gold from America. It is well un¬ 
derstood in the highest diplomatic 
circles that if the drain on America 
for gold can be made aggressive 
enough, and kept up long enough, the 
results must be of a character which 
will bring embarrassment to- the 
greatest republic of the world. Hence 
the vigor and the insistence of the 
movement which has been going on 
for a long time past, and which now 
seems ta be beginning a spurt desper¬ 
ate to the lqst degree. 

“I write tpis to you, as you well un¬ 
derstand, from the standpoint of an 
experienced banker. I have nothing 
of the politician in me. In my recent 
trjp through your country I was im¬ 
measurably impressed by the oppor¬ 
tunities which open to your citizens, 
by the exceptional advantages that, 
through your form of government, be¬ 
long to independent action, and by 
the inconceivable results which must 
attend upon what your people charac¬ 
terize as a ‘hustle.’ 

“There is not much popularity for 
a man on this side of the ocean point¬ 
ing out these things to which I call 
your attention. Yet, depend upon it, 
I am within the bounds in saying to 
yon that beyond all question there is 
just such a conspiracy against the 
United States—a monarchical con¬ 
spiracy—as I have indicated. The 
success of your government has stu¬ 
pefied every king and courtier of 
Europe. At St. Petersburg, as at 
London, at Berlin, as in Paris, (here 
is a full understanding of the neces¬ 
sities—as the monarchical crowd un¬ 
understand it—for suppressing this 
growing influence of United States- 
ism. In this you have the key to your 
I gold exports. No natural cause can 
i explain it. All your theorists have 
tried it on that basis and have failed. 
The shipments this way are the result 
simply—absolutely — of a determina¬ 
tion upon the part of the governors 
of political affairs on this side of the 
sea to embarrass an opposition idea— 
the manhood idea—which has taken 
root in your country. 

“Let me make a prediction. This 
gold movement now under way is go¬ 
ing to run into far graver consequence 
to you. It will not stop until there 
has been a result reached satisfactory 
to the monarchical conspirators, or of 
a character which will make clear to 
these conspirators that their clever¬ 
ness and their energy are spent all in 
vain. Much the most encouragement 
which those upon this side have, is to 
be found in the inactivity, or worse 
which your lawmakers at your na¬ 
tional capital display. 

“According to our understanding 
here your congress is adverse to con¬ 
sidering favorably any measure which 
has in it relief or help for your 
country’s business interests. This, of 
course, is demagogy, but we are cog¬ 
nizant of it on this side, and the con¬ 
spirators against you here are mak¬ 
ing the most of it. > 

“Because of this very polit’eal little¬ 
ness it is believed by the monarchical 
conspirators that they will be able to 
go slraigbt ahead working your em¬ 
barrassment, through the taking of 
your gold in greater and greater 
volume every week, for au indefinite 
time to come — till indeed you are 
down upon your haunches pleading 
for mercy. God help you.” 


It is now reported that no bonds 
will probably be issued until after the 
election, when $150,000,000 worth will 
be placed on the market. We give 
notice now that every dollar of them 
will be repudiated. 

The only thing which the democrats 
agree upon is that they should hold 
the offices.

What Is lifting Thought, Sal(l and Don© 
Here, There and Everywhere. 


It is a cold day when the whisky 
and sugar trust don’t have a finger in 
the public pie. By methods which 
were partially revealed by a commit¬ 
tee appointed apparently for the sole 
purpose of whitewashing the whole 
affair the sugar trusts succeeded in 
securing a schedule of protective 
duties that was worth many millions 
of dollars to it. The.whisky trust 
has not been idle. The pending bill 
proposes to increase the tax on 
whisky from 90 cents to $1 per gallon, 
and extend the time from three to 
eight years, in which the distiller can 
have the government keep his poison 
in a bonded warehouse. After seeing 
Mr. Lindsay of Kentucky and other 
senators putting forth such deter¬ 
mined efforts in behalf of the propo¬ 
sition to extend the bonded period 
from three to eight years, and 
in defense of the whisky ring, I 
concluded there certainly must be 
a big grab in that thing for some¬ 
body, so I put to work to investigate 
and found the following facts; the 
government now holds 134,000,000 
gallons of whisky in bond for the dis¬ 
tillers, the present tax on which is 90 
cents per gallon, making $120,600,000 
now due the government by these dis¬ 
tillers. This law proposes to extend 
the time in which to pay this amount 
for five years, which is equivalent to 
giving the whisky ring the interest on 
$ 120 , 600,000 less the increase of the 
tax 20 cents per gallon Interest on 
$120,600,000 at 0 per cent for five years 
is $3G,i 80,000, less $25,800,000 increase 
of 20 cents per gallon in tax, leaves 
$9,330,000 net gain to the whisky ring 
on this 134,000,000 now in the ware¬ 
houses, to say nothing of the amount 
that is to be put in bond 
hereafter. When I learned that there 
was a clean, clear steal of $9,380,000 
* * *

the demonetization of silver a year 
ago, now comes out with the follo.w- 
ing comment on the situation: 

“Indications multiply to the effect 
that the London capitalists who con¬ 
trol the money markets of the world 
have over reached themselves in de¬ 
grading silver for the purpose of en¬ 
hancing- the value of their gold 
property. The consumaticn they had 
in view has not materalized. Instead 
of collecting what was due them in a 
highly appreciated coin, they now 
discover that, so far as concerns a 
a large class of debtors, such 
as those of India, South and 
Central America, and Mexico, they 
have simply destroyed.the capacity to 
pay at all by imparting the value of 
the only medium through which those 
countries can achieve solvency. 

“We find in the Buenos Ayres cor¬ 
respondence of the London Times of 
May 30th, for example, the announce¬ 
ment that business in Argentine re¬ 
mains in a state of paralysis “owing 
to the continual rise in the premium 
on gold.” The dispatch goes on to 
tell how many brokers, merchant, 
&e., failed on that day, and this leaves 
us with material for a very interest¬ 
ing calculation, to-wit: If such be 
the condition of affairs prevailing in 
the most intelligent, progressive, and 
resourceful nation of South America, 
what must be the condition prevailing 
in Brazil, Peru, and elsewhere? Com¬ 
ing further north, this side of the 
isthmus, we find the Central American 
republics worse off, if possible, than 
Argentina, and Mexico notifying the 
money lenders of Europe that if they 
persist in making silver worthless 
they may whistle for their money. 

“The United States still continues 
lo settle, though with increased dis¬ 
tress and difficulty, but we have no 
right to complain, since we helped to 
degrade silver and gave our sanction 
and co-operation to the existing 
calamity. The fact remains, how¬ 
ever, that the London financiers are 
in a fair way to become the chief vic¬ 
tims of their own insatiate avarice. 
In forcing the gold standard upon the 
world they have made gold more valu¬ 
able, to be sure, but they have at the 
same time crippled Asia and America, 
and to that extent narrowed the field 
in which their money may be profit¬ 
ably employed. It would seem, upon 
the whole, that the revolution set in 
motion by the demonetization of sil¬ 
ver in India and accelerated by?.tlie 
action of our congress last year has 
been anything but beneficial to the 
world at large, and least of all to 
those at whose behest it was con¬ 
ceived.” 


To the old soldiers we have this to

OUR 70,000,000 OF PEOPLE 
ARE UNANIMOUS AGAINST 
A SINGLE GOLD STAND¬ 
ARD. 


European Nations Are Against It—The 
London Bankers Say We Must 
Submit and We Have Submitted. 


Kansas City Daily Journal July 4. 

The following letter was sent to 
the national convention of the re¬ 
publican league at Denver in response 
to an invitation to be present: 

My Dear Sir: —Your invitation 
comes at a moment when congress re¬ 
quires the attention of her members. 
I should be glad to accept it, for we 
have entered a troubled time and 
we need mutual counsel and support, 
but whatever 1 am to say can be said 
only in writing. 

This is not a moment for stimulat¬ 
ing bitterness or inflaming passions. 
We need all the powers of forbear¬ 
ance and self-control. Let us give 
cr edit to our opponents at least for 
good intentions, even though they 
give no credit to us. 

On the Edge of a Be volution. 

All Europe and all America are in 
trouble. Every one admits that the 
world stands on the edge of a revolu¬ 
tion—social and political—but every 
one shrinks from it. Neither north 
nor south, east nor w r est, neither capi¬ 
talist nor laborer wants to create 
caste or classes, or to spread misery, 
oppression or violence. We all see 
danger before us. We all want to 
avoid it. Our only dispute is about 
the path. 

To those of us who have had chiefly 
in mind the struggle between silver 
and gold, this is the question that for 
the moment presses hardest. The 
single gold standard seems to us to be 
workiug ruin and violence. If its in¬ 
fluence is,.to continue for the future 
at the rate of its action during the 
twenty years since the gold standard 
took possession of the world, some 
generation not very remote will see 
in the broad continent of America 
only half a dozen overgrown cities 
keeping guard over a mass of capital 
and lending it out to a population of 
dependent laborers on the mortgageof 
their growing crops and handiwork. 

Such sights have become common 
enough in the world’s history, but 
against it we all rebel. Rich and poor 
alike, republicans, democrats, 1’opu- 
lists, labor, capital, railways, churches 
and colleges—all alike, and all in good 
faith, dread such a future as that. 

Nine-tenths of mankind are hostile 
to the single gold standard. Our 70,-. 
000,000 people are unanimous against 
it. Most of the great European coun¬ 
tries and their governments are 
against it. South America rejects it. 
The whole of Asia knows only silver 
and India,which contains five-sixths of 
the subjects of the British crown, is 
as hostile to it as ourselves. Yet the 
London bankers say we must submit 
aud we have submitted. 

An Astonishing: Power. 

So strange a spectacle has never 
been seen in our history, and the ar¬ 
gument, and even the comciusive 
proof brought by world-wide ruin 
seems to be helpless against such a 
power. What is the use of argument 
when we are convinced, and when at 
least nine-tenths of the civilized world 
agrees that England holds us to ttie 
single gold standard bj' the force of 
capital alone more despotically than 
she could hold us to her empire in 
1776*-- The mere threat of her dis¬ 
pleasure paralyzes mankind. 

We want real money—coin—carry¬ 
ing intrinsic value. Yet if England 
succeeds in her obstinate effort to de¬ 
stroy the value of silver for coina.e, 
nothing can save us from paper. Eng¬ 
land may well succeed; she seems al¬ 
ready to be on the point of success 
greater than her government wanted; 
and in that case, irredeemable paper— 
fiat money—stares us in the face. 
Something, then, must be decided, 
and quickly, for delay itself is likely 
to be decision. The republican party 
must either fix the single standard of 
the nation or reject it. This time we 
can no longer escape the issue, and 
whatever we do must be done openly. 
When a great policy is to be entered 
upon the straightforward path is the 
best. 

The republican parly held power 
for a whole generation and has in all 
that .time made only one fatal at¬ 
tempt to hinder the influence of the 
banking interests,acting then in what 
was believed to be the true interests 
of the country, the party fell into the 
foreign conspiracy of making a single 
gold standard, and, what was worse, 
did it with llie foreign air of con¬ 
spiracy. 

We cannot afford to repeat that er¬ 
ror. The-time has come for decision 
and the decision must be open. You 
can act with confidence that your 
judgement is at least as good as that 
of any other man. Neither the bank¬ 
ing interest has for the time a right 
to claim superior knowledge or wis¬ 
dom. In view of the ruin they have 
wrought and the vaster ruin which 
they thr. aten, no risk thai in their 
opinion you may seem to run can 
cause a moment’s fear. 

The Source of Repuclican Power. 

Even thpse who oppose the rufurn- 


of the republican party to its old prin 
ciples will admit that those princi¬ 
ples would give it power for another 
generation. We need only to assist 
and maintain our own conviction, and 
no other party born or unborn, can 
take the field from us so long as we 
choose to hold it. No other party can 
represent as we do the whole national 
instinct—all our industries, all our 
popular energies, all our conservative 
caution. As long as the republican 
party holds to its duty of represent¬ 
ing the whole nation it must hold 
sway unless something stronger than 
the nation arises. 

The task before us is to restore nor¬ 
mal activity to industry to break 
dewn the barriers of sectionalism, to 
check the widening chasm between 
the rich and the poor, to relieve agri¬ 
culture and to save the small farmer 
and manufacturer—in a word, to 
smooth away the threatening danger 
of discontent. The republican party 
alone has power to do this, and to 
carry on our society for at least an¬ 
other generation without further dis¬ 
aster you have only to adopt a plat¬ 
form of four words, and to take your 
stand c n it firmly, courageous!}', with 
honest determination to be true to it. 
The party has always maintained the 
national principle of high tariff. You 
whose deepest and best interests de¬ 
pend upon its success, have alone the 
power to add “free silver.”

THE HARD TIMES. 

Gov. Tillman of South Carolina Out¬ 
lines Their Cause and Cure. 

Among the views of governors of 
different slates on the future of our 
country, published in the New York 
Press, is one from Gov. Tillman of 
South Carolina. Elected as a demo¬ 
crat, a most pronounced opponent of 
any new party in 1892, his change of 
views in this respect within a few 
months is suggestive. He is an earn¬ 
est, aggressive fighter, and will do 
his share towards uniting the south 
and west. He says: 

“Why should this be a lime of ‘na¬ 
tional loss and discouragement? The 
crops of the country were never more 
bounteous, the harvest more plenti¬ 
ful. Why are troops necessary in six 
or eight states to hold strikers in 
check? Why is the army of ihe un¬ 
employed reaching into ihe million? 
It will take too long to anewer, ex¬ 
cept in the briefest possible way. 
Condensed to a sentence it is: Be¬ 
cause the American farmer is orac- 
tieally in the poorhouse. And the 
coveted ‘home market.’ around which 
a Chinese wall has been raised by the 
protective tariff, is virtually de¬ 
stroyed, starve!. Wheat and cotton, 
our two staple crops of export, are at 
or below the cost of production. There 
is not enough money in the country 
to move the wheel of commerce, or it 
is so unequally distributed that busi¬ 
ness is stagnated. • The farmer has 
nothing left with which to purchase 
the products of the artisans and 
manufacturers, and these are idle in 
consequence. 

“The congestion of the money-what 
there is in the country—at a few 
centers in the east, and the system of 
banking which milces this possible; 
the war on silver; the blind greed of 
the multi-millionaires to wring more 
ill-gotten gains from the masses; the 
laying tribute on agriculture for the 
benefit of the manufacturers,and then 
muzzling “the ox which treadoth out 
the corn” by an indequake supply of 
currency—these aro the causes for or* 
present condition. 

“The politicians and newspapers 
of both the democratic and re¬ 
publican parties are equally re¬ 
sponsible. What Harrison and the 
republicans could not do, Cleveland, 
with a combination of mugwumps so- 
called democrats and republicans, lias 
brought about. Coxey’s army, like 
the march of the fish wives on Ver¬ 
sailles, excites only ridcule aud con¬ 
tempt. But it is sad to think that 
the most conservative force in our 
country to-day—its backbone in war 
and its greatest reliance now—the 
agricultural masses, sympathize fully 
with Coxey’s ill clad, half starved, 
tattered tramps. 

“Whence will relief come? It will 
come when the people of the agricult¬ 
ural states, driven to desperation by 
the imbecility, treachery, debauchery 
now rife among our public men at 
Washing Ion, forget the differences of 
war and the quarrel over black slaves 
vote together to emancipate ihe white 
slaves, of which we have many mil¬ 
lions—slaves of money. 

“The southern democrats and the 
western republicans, populists and 
democrats can not and will not remain 

long apart under existing conditions. 
The “word of cheer” which I send to 
you is that these farmers are doing 
souje desperate, hard thinking. They 
will vote later to redress their 
wrongs, and even up with the thieves 
who now control congress and pre¬ 
vent any measure of relief. “Whom 
the gods would destroy they first 
make mad.” If the representatives in 
congress from the middle and eastern 
states are not mad. then I am very 
blind. The pendulum lias swung far 
to one side. Let pluto racy beware 
when it swings the other way. 
Newspapers at the south have almost 
lost all influence ever the agricultural 
masses. When the northern people 
lose their faith in their respective 
party organs, ihe masses will vote to¬ 
gether, and the day of retribution 
will come with a new dawn of free¬ 
dom.

C1ENTIFIC SCRAPS. 


The song of the nightingale can be 
heard a mile distant. 

A shock of earthquake is trans¬ 
mitted at the rate of 16,000 feet, or 
three miles a second. 

A lilliputian electric light has been 
invented for the use of newspaper re¬ 
porters. It is fastened to the top of a 
pencil. 

Venus and the moon are exactly 
alike in one respect at least, each re¬ 
volving on its axes in the same space 
of time taken to complete its orbit. 

The silk of the great spider of Mad¬ 
agascar is fine, strong and elastic. It 
is used by the natives to fasten flowers 
to sunshades. A single female spider 
has been known to spin two miles c f it 
in 25 years. 

Some practical experiments are 
being made in Berlin with a view to 
ascertaining what food is most bene¬ 
ficial for the soldier and on what diet 
the best marching performances can 
be obtained. 

Galton declares that the patterns on 
the finger tips are not only unchange¬ 
able throughout life, but that the 
chance of the finger prints of two per • 
sons being alike is less than one in 64,- 
000,000,000. 

The scintillation of stars, according 
to a new theory suggested by S. E. 
Christian, is largely due to the con¬ 
stant passage between the earth and 
the stars of small meteoric bodies, 
whioh are now believed to be drifting 
in space in the immense numbors nec¬ 
essary to produce this effect. 

Edward Whymper, the well known 
mountaineer, has offered to attempt 
tho climbing of Mt. Everest, the 
world’s loftiest peak. The great 
difficulty in the way of the trip to a 
height of 29,002 feet he believes to be 
that of getting $25,000 or $30,000 for 
establishing a series of resting sta¬ 
tions. 

Experiments are being conducted at 
the armory in Springfield, Mass., in 
the use of aluminum for the bayonet 
scabbards for the new rifle. While 
the metal works well in bending and is 
about 50 per cent, lighter than the 
steel scabbard, no satisfactory method 
has been devised for soldiering the 
edges together. 

The best existing map of the moon's 
surface, one devoted expressly to the 
mountainous regions, shows 132,856 
crater shaped projections, of which 
number upwards of 100,000 may be 
seen by aid of a telescoqie of medium 
power. The origin of the craters has 
been tho object of much discussion of 
late among astronomers, it being the 
opinion of many eminent authorities 
that they were caused by the luuar 
surface (probably at a time when it 
was in a plastic state), being bom¬ 
barded with aerolites or meteorites.

As tho fun waxes fast and furious 
sundry quarrels and recriminations 
between the rival magicians attract 
the intervention of the nativo polioe, 
who, “dressed in a little brief author¬ 
ity,” symbolized by red turban and 
blue tunic, soon disperse the perform¬ 
ers, bag and baggage, hastening the 
enforced departure with unlimited 
kicks and thumps submissively receiv¬ 
ed.—All the Year Round. 


A Useful Alarm Clock. 

One of the newest inventions among 
clockmakers is an electrical alarm 
clock, illuminated by an incandescent 
light. It consists of a small polished 
wood case, in which is a little electric 
battery. Immediately above the dial 
there is a tiny incandescent light, the 
reflector of which is set in such a po¬ 
sition that the light is thrown Upon 
the face of the clock. At the bottom 
of the box is a button, by pressing 
which the light is turned on so that n 
person may be able to know the time 
at any hour of the night.—New York 
Advertiser.

henchmen can make the most of it. 

The election of 1S92 was stolen 
from the people of Alabama after 
they had carried it by more than 
35,000 majority, and stuffing the 
ballot boxes in the fifteen black 
belt counties, with more than 28,- 
000 fictitious majorities, and by 
throwing out more than 10,000 of 
your majorities in the white coun¬ 
ties for failure of inspectors of 
their own appointment and then- 
own party to certify to the results 
of the election. 

After the election of 1892 was 
stolen the man who was acting as 
governor, and the press and leaders 
of the organized democratic party, 
promised the people they would 
pass a fair contest law, and thus 
lulled them into submission and 
then deceived them. 

In the counties of Pike, Conecuh, 
Shelby, Talladega and Madison, 
where contests were begufl, the 
eases had to be dismissed under 
what was passed as an amendment 
to contest law under which the 
contests were begun, because the 
courts construed the amendment 
as a repeal of the eld law and did 
not provide for the cases already 
begun to be carried on and tried, 
to settle the question.

This-law known as the Sayre law, 
was prepared in order that the 
black belt election thieves might 
roll up fictitious majorities with 
more ease and certainty than under 
the law governing the election of 
1892. How well it has succeeded 
let the majority of 34,000 just re¬ 
turned from these black belt- coun¬ 
ties tell.

About 4 p. in. we had one 
of Cleveland’s object lessons. -. An 
old man, his wile and four children 
who said they came from Troupe! 
County.Ga., passed through the 
viiliage, ‘The father carried their j 
bed, clothes, the oldest, daughter 
their -wearing apparrel, the mother 
the .youngest child, an infant at 
the breast, while the other children 
carried what few cooking utensils 
they possessed. In this condition 
they had tramped from "jbssQupe 
county Ga., hunting work. The 
old man begged for work ; said they 
could make a good living if they 
co.uld get work. They were half 
starved and almost in rags. An i 
impulsive, kind hearted populist 
started the contribution by giving 
the children twenty-five cents. Im¬ 
mediately, nearly every Kolb man 
on the ground gathered round them 
and in a few minutes nickles, dimes 
and quarters enough were contrib¬ 
uted to make several dollars.

tpiiomized in Paragraphs, Giving the 
Cream of the General News. 


The house committee on military 
allairs has prepared a bill to establish 
a soldiers’ home near Knoxville, Tenti. 

At a meeting of the local Trades 
and Labor Assombly, of Chicago, the 
name of president Cleveland was jeered 
and hissed. 

During a thunder storm in Norfolk 
county, Va., Miss Mary Harper, aged 
15, while sitting at an open window, 
was killed by lightning. 

A London dispatch says that during 
the Derby regatta on Monday a largo 
rowo boat, carrying excursionists, was 
upset and twenty people drowned, 
John Quincy Adams, a descendant 
of President Adams, and grandson of 
Charles Frances Adams, died of apo¬ 
plexy at Quincy, Mass,, last Tuesday, 
aged 61 years. 

Clifton R. Breckcnridgo. of Arkan¬ 
sas ha3 qualitied as the diplomatic 
representative of I he United States at 
St. Petersburg. Of course bo resigns 
his scat in the house. 

Charles Briggs, an engineer on the 
Southern Railway, stepped otl his 
engine at High Point, N. C., and was 
struck and killed by a passing train 
which he had failed to notice. 

The failure of the Wichita (Kas.) 
National bank is reported. The cause 
is not known to the public, but it is 
said the bank holds much bad paper. 
It had $11,500 county funds on de¬ 
posit. M. Levy was president and 
C. A. Walheen cashier. 

Atlanta reports the receipt of a car 
load of fruit from the coast of Califor¬ 
nia, the first consignment of California 
fruit ever received there. It was 
shipped from Sacramento, July 
31st in a refrigerator car and reached 
Atlanta August 13th in good condition. 

Joe Blanchard, a negro lineman of 
the Augusta Railway company, was 
transferring a feed wire to a new poles 
and while lifting a wire from one polo 
to' another it came in contact with a 
telephone wire and gave . a shock 
Which threw him to the ground, dislo¬ 
cating his hip. 

During a game of base ball near 
Hebron, Ivy., the sky being overcast 
With clouds, John Tanner, a pitcher, 
ran to catch a fly and, as the ball was 
falling into his hands, there occurred 
a flash of lightning and he dropped 
dead. The electric bolt had struck 
him in the forehead. 

The severest drought experienced 
for many years is afflicting parts of 
Ohio. The iron mills at Irondale are 
closed for want of water for the boil¬ 
ers. The water works at Salinoville 
are dry and the village almost without 
protection in case of lire. Farmers 
arc hauling water for their stock. 

The correspondent of The London 
Standard at Berlin says that fifty per¬ 
sons have been attacked with cholera 
at Johannisburg, and twelve of them 
have died. Two case 3 of sickness 
proved to be cholera have been dis¬ 
covered in Cologue. An inspection 
of the waters of the Rhine has been 
ordered. 

A dispatch from Cape Town, Africa, 
says the Kaffirs in North Transvaal 
have blocked the road from Murchison, 
burned homeslcads and captured cat¬ 
tle, and that they were besieging the 
headquarters of the president and the 
government buildings at Aga'ha. 
Troops have been hastily dispatched to 
the scene of the revolt. 

The Uyo negroes who outraged Miss 
Polls, a 14 year old girl, in LaFayetto 
county, Fla., a few days ago, and left 
her unconscious in the woods, liavo 
been caught and lynched. They con¬ 
fessed the horrible deed. Miss Potts’ 
mind is so much affected by her terri¬ 
ble experience (hat it is thought sho 
will never fully recover. 

The Pullman strikers arc begging 
for their old positions. There are 
already 1,788 men present and ready 
for work, and it is announced that 
others will be taken as fast as works 
now closed can be started up, until 
the full quota of hands needed is inado 
up. Among the hands returned are 
200 Swedes, skilled workmen. 

One hundred negroes employed al 
the Government works on the Tennes¬ 
see river at Chattanooga, Tcnn., 
struck demanding shorter hours. 
They surrounded W. A. Kirk of Mad¬ 
ison, Ind., contractor and foreman 
Porter and displayed pistols threatening 
them. Officers were sent to the scene 
and quelled the riot. The leaders in 
the strike wero arrested. 

The Yaqtti Indians arc causing 
trouble in Mexico. It is said they 
have beaten (ho Mexican troops in 
every encounter so fur, and encour¬ 
aged by success, aro depredating the 
country. In a recent encounter neat' 
the village of Chiltcpincs, the Mexi¬ 
cans lost liftccn moil and ihc Indians 
ten. The Indians ambushed t lie sol¬ 
diers and after one volley lied toThe 
mountains.

Tiie passage of the taritt bill has pul 
a decidcly lively movo into whisky 
interests. At Gincimiattl, where the re¬ 
ceipts of revenue on whisky had fot 
some days averaged $14,000, the news 
of the action of the house caused s 
rush which run the receipts up tc 
$60,000. At Covington, Ky., the 
increase was much greater, while ai 
Louisville, though the news was re 
ccived after banking hours, yet in tho 
remaining hour, during which the 
office of the collector was open 170,- 
000 gallons of whisky were taken out 
of bond and $150,000 revenue paid in 
between 3 and 4 o’clock. 

The shipment of flour from South¬ 
ern ports direct to European ports has 
aliendy attracted Hie attention of the 
press generally and now American 
cattle are moving along Southern linos 
to the same destination. A jilate dis¬ 
patch reports the passage through 
Knoxville, Tenn., of a train of nine¬ 
teen cars loaded with Kentucky cattle, 
an route for Norfolk, Va., where they 


will be shipped to Liverpool. This Is 
the second shipment within two weeks. 

, Coiner Howell, a negro had been 
loafing about tho depot at Powder 
Springs, Ga., for some time and, on 
being ordered off by agent Speer, went 
borne and returned with a pistol, 
swearing ho would kill Speer, his 
mother trying to hold him back. 
Speer told her to got out of the way. 
When she let him go Howell fired at 
Speer and ran, Speer sent three shots 
after him, with what cflect is not 
known, as he has not been heard from 
since. 

The house of Bill Morgan, a time¬ 
keeper of the government force em¬ 
ployed on river improvements at Chat¬ 
tanooga, Tenti., was burned Tuesday 
morning about 2 o’clock, and lie and 
his family barely escaped. Detectives 
have traced (he crime of setting lire 
to the house to negro strikers who had 
been employed on tho government 
work, and had made threats against 
the time.keoper. They have fled, but 
it is believed that officers, who are od 
their trail, will apprehend them. 

During the last fow days over 400 
anarchists have landed in London. A 
special branch of the Scotland Yard 
police force is very busy watching 
over the the new comers, assisted by a 
large draft of detectives from tho dif¬ 
ferent polico divisions. Sir Edward 
Bradford, the Chief Coinmitsioucr of 
Police, is personally directing tho 
measures taken to watch over and ren¬ 
der harmless the anarchists just landed. 
There is much excitement and great 
activity in Anarchists circles hero.

ment of uuccrtainity which has 
hampered trade. 

Ida Jones, aged 14, a granddaughter 
of R. S, Beatty, ran away from home, 
in Jackson, Tenn., and went to Hum- 
bolt, While on the way she was 
caught by four men who carried her 
into the woods and kept her there 
nearly all night, telling her that if she 
exposed Ihem slio would be killed. 
She was arrested at Humbolt and sent 
home, where she made known her 
experience to her grandmother. The 
names of two of her assailants are 
said to be known and an officer was 
sent (o Humbolt with warrants for 
theiu arrest. 

Tho Ohio stale crop bulletin shows 
a gloomy prospect indeei. Except in 
a few central districts there lias been 
no relief from the terrible drought, 
and its cflect is disastrous in the ex¬ 
treme. In the uplands corn is a toial 
failure. Elsewhere half a crop may 
be secured under favorable conditions, 
trees are dying up, wells and springs 
are drying up, pastures are dead and 
cattle must be fed as in winter. Tho 
potato crop i 3 ruined, buckwheat is 
poor and tobacco is faring badly, 
apples are dropping from the trees and . 
grapes alone prom is e a fa il; yield.

The country 
was thoroughly scoured. Judge Ben 
Williams arrested Marshal Boston, 
who tallied with the description given 
by Mrs. Nolrfu. Ho was taken to Mrs. 
Nolan, who postively hlentifiod him. 
He was then carried to Frankfort 
under heavy guard and ail immense 
crowd filled the court yard and threats 
of lynching were beard on all sides. 
Boston is an ex-convict, having served 
ten years in the pehilentiary for the 
same crime. Later: A mob took 
Boston out of jail jnst after midnight, 
hanged him to a beam of tho new 
bridgo across Kentucky river and rid 
died him with bullets. 

Infernal Machines Captured. 

The police raided an anarchist haunt 
at Rome, Italy, and captured seven 
persons, who were engaged in the 
manufacture of infernal-machines, 
similar to those recently exploded at 
tho Parliament building. The Itala, 
asserts (hat the prisoners were con¬ 
nected with a plot to blow up the resi¬ 
dence of jjl’rime Minister Crispi, in 
order (o avenge the sentences imposed 
upon Canario Santo, the murderer of 
President Carnot, and Paolo Legs, 
who attempted the murder of Signor 
Crispi. The prisoners include Giganti, 
the man who was chosen to carry out 
the plot_ | _ 

Hail Sioi-m. 

A special from Chattanooga, Tenn., 
says the village of New England City, 
twenty miles distant, was nearly wiped 
out of existence by a severe hail and 
wind storm. The damage to property 
runs into the thousands’of dollars, but 
no lives were lost. 


DOINGS IN ALABAMA. 


Carefully Collated From Authentic Sources 
for Our Readers. 


Willie Clark, %(/ employe on the 
dredge boat Thounis II. Herndon, now 
dredging the river channel at Mobile, 
tripped on a rope, fell overboard and 
was drowned. It is supposed that ho 
was stunned by his head striking some 
object in his fall, 

Eight negro men and a woman liavo 
been arrested near Madison Station, 
Madison county, on the charge of 
burning the barn and nine horses of 
Humphrey Bros., in Limestone coun¬ 
ty last May. The proof against them 
is said to be conclusive. 

The miners in the Blocton district 
of the Alabama coal fields met Tues¬ 
day night at Bioctou and voted unani¬ 
mously to accept the proposition of 
the Tennessee Coal, Iron and Railway 
company, and about 2000 men, who 
linvebeeu idlc.four mouths will resume 
work. 

A few days ago Miss Allen Glover 
was bitten by a rattle snake in the 
woods near Bioctou. She ran home 
and medical attention was given her, 
but remedies were unavailing. About 
4 o’cleck in the afternoon she grew 
rapidly worse and soon closed her eyes 
in death. 

Mr. Lawson Dendy, night watch¬ 
man at Browton was shot and 
killed Wednesday night by Walter 
Lee. Leo was arrested by Slierifl 
McMillan soon after the killing, and 
will be held in custody for prelimi¬ 
nary trial. He claims to have acted in 
self defense. 

The state troops which were en¬ 
camped at Birmingham last week 
were ordered home, the first regiment 
leaving at 10 p. in, Sunday, the sec¬ 
ond going Monday evening, The 
latter was ordered back, before reach¬ 
ing its destination, on account of the 
attack of the strikers on the Pratt 
mines. 

Later advices from Gadsden are to 
the effect that Judge Disquo is not a 
candidate for Circuit Judge and that 
lie unites with tho bar of Gadsden and 
Atlalla in recommending Col. Jas, A. 
Bilbro, who is said to be endorsed also 
by the legal fraternity of Cherokee 
and St. Clair, and part of those of 
Marshall. 

Later advices from Russelvilie say 
(hat Miss Dora Smith, who cut her 
throat with a razor, is yet alive, with a 
prospect of recovery. Her wind pipe 
was cut, instead of the jugular vein 
as reported. Five hours after her at¬ 
tempt at self destruction she gave 
birth to a well developed babe. No 
one bad suspected her shame. 

Near Marion Junction two negroes 
in a cotton field got into a difficulty 
and one shot the other dead. He was 
arrested and on Wednesday morning 
escaped. The ailair greatly excited 
the colored population and at the time 
(lie report was sent a furious inob of 
negroes was scouring the woods in 
search of tbe fugitive. A deputy 
slieriif from Selma was understood to 
have arrived on the scene with a pack 
of hounds. 

Charles Sanderson, of Letohatchic, 
Lowndes county, some time ago let 
Robert Dickson have a dog, which 
after several days returned to his 
place. Dickson went after the cur 
and the two men got into a quarrel 
over it. J. A. Sanderson, the father 
of Charles, also took an interest in tbe 
matter. A light ensued. When the 
smoke of llie conflict cleared away, the 
older Sanderson was dead, Charles was 
fatally wounded by a shot through 
the bowels, and Dickson was dying 
from a shot through his left lung. 

Near Mt. Vernon, Dan Wilkinson 
and his son had a difficulty with two 
negroes named Chestang last Sunday. 
Dan struck one of the Otieslangs with 
a whip; they clinched and while in 
this position the negro was shot in the 
head and killed. Tho dead negro’s 
brother alleges that Dan’s son fired 
the fatal shot. On the other hand 
Dan affirms that Cbesiang shot at him 
and killed his brother. The Wilkin¬ 
son’s wero arrested and it is stated 
that they were given a preliminary 
hearing and remanded to jail. 

Tho preliminary trial at Birming¬ 
ham of iho second batch of prisoners 
arrested on account of the Pratt mines 
massacre of July lb th has ended with 
the following results: W, J. Kelso, 
M. Benoit and William Brock wero 
remanded to jail without bond; Win. 
Baily, ATiciierne, Charles Yarbrough 
ami D. Truillious were admitted to bail 
in $ 1 , 000 , each. Francis Brawlev. 
Emile Gadlile, Henry Dcscutcuer, 
Henry Raymond and Charles Ballou 
were discharged. The specific charge 
against these men was murder, in the 
killing of B. W. Tierce. There are 
60 men yet in jail awaiting trial on 
(he same charge. 

On Tuesday night, just after mid¬ 
night, the engineer of a switch engine 
in the Midland railroad yards at Mont¬ 
gomery, while pulling six cars which 
lie iiad cut from a train, heard a crush¬ 
ing noise, as if running over some¬ 
thing, lie stopped to investigate and 
discovered that tlie wheels of one car 
had run over a man. He was horribly 
mangled. When asked his name and 
where lie was from lie replied “Jim 
Shelton, New York,” and that was 
all. lie was about 40 years old and 
shabbily dressed, llis features indi¬ 
cated that lie was of German parentage, 
and a Gorman newspaper was found 
on his person. The coroner, afier 
viewing the remains and considering 
tbe circumstances, found it unnecessa¬ 
ry to order an inquest. It is sup¬ 
posed the man had gone under the car 
for shelter-from tho rain of the previ¬ 
ous evening and had gone to sleep 
there. 

Waller Harrington, a young man of 
17, who resides on Martha street. 
Montgomery, was awakened in the 
night by the striking of a match in the 
hen house opposite las window; he 
turned tho blinds and looked out, but 
could not see any one. Hearing a 
noise presently, as if some one trying 
to open the rear door of the house, lie 
took a pistol and went out to investi¬ 
gate. In the yard he came face to 
face with a negro who at once assault¬ 
ed him with a stick. Then the negro 
grappled wiih lain and tried to got 
possession of his pistol, which in the 
struggle was accidentally discharged. 
The young mail, freeing himself from 
his assailant, now retreated towards 


the house, warning tho fellow that ho 
wotrld shoot. The negro kept press¬ 
ing him, striking at him with the 
stick until he fired three shot in quick 
succession. One ball took effect in the 
negro’s throat and one in his forehead. 
He was instantly killed. The coroner 
upon viewing (he body and hearing 
the facts deemed it unnecessary to 
hold an iquest. The dead negro has 
not be en id e ntified . 

STATUS OF BUSINESS. 

As Seen and Reported by K, G. Dun 
& Go's Review. 

The now tariff bill, if signed by the 
president, as expected, provides a 
definite basis for business. No sup¬ 
plemental legislation is thought possi¬ 
ble until next year at least. 

Largo improvement has been ex 
pected from a settlement, and more 
becauso of a vast amount of business 
deferred from week to week in the 
hope of more definite conditions. 
While it is not wise to look for a great 
“boom,” there is warrant for a rea¬ 
sonable and prudent hopefulnoss. It 
is too early to look for effects from 
tho now situation in the great indus¬ 
tries, blit the gradual recovery which 
lias appeared for some time is seen in 
a better demand for products. 

Colton manufacturers have been 
carrying extraordinary stocks of goods 
for the country, and the strike threat¬ 
ened at New Bedford will not alarm 
them, but the reduction of wages 
seems likely to be accepted at Fall 
River. A smart increase in transac¬ 
tions is reported, buyers and sellers 
having at last a common basis for 
judgement. 

Resumption by iron and steel works 
which were stopped by tLie strikes 
continued to do,,-ross prices of some 
finished products, but with more fur¬ 
naces operating prices of pig iron are 
not lower. Comparisons given today 
show a fall in prices ranging from 20 
to 44 percent in iron and its products 
since October, 1890, which sufficiently 
accounts for the idleness of more than 
a third of the works. The demand 
for structural forms seems smaller, 
does not increase for rail load uses, 
though traffic improves, but for some 
other products is better. 

The boot and shoe industry leads all 
others in recovery from the depression. 

Unless exports increase speedily and 
largely the financial situation may 
grow difficult. In July imports ex¬ 
ceeded exports S12,53S,914, mainly 
because of the heavy sugar movement. 
With low duties the arrival of mer¬ 
chandise to meet the long demand will 
be large, while even phenomenally 
low prices don’t take out products 
freely at present. In July $12,801, 
030 of gold went abroad to balance 
importation of goods, but the outgo 
lias ceased, not because exports mate¬ 
rially enlarge. Tho striking feature 
(his week is the strong increase in 
domand.for commercial loans, deferred 
operations of all sorts being encour¬ 
aged by action at Washington. Silver 
is also stronger, because of the eastern 
demand, which the war in China is 
expected to prolong. 

Liabilities of firms failing in the 
week ending August 9 are a little 
larger (ban of late, $3,294,689, of 
which $1,041,491 wero of manufac¬ 
turing and $,608,198 of trading con¬ 
cerns. Full returns for July show an 
aggregate of $ 11,291, 305. The fail¬ 
ures this week have been 226 in tho 
United States, against 455 last year, 
and 45 iu Canada, against 27 last year, 

Anarchy in Burop.e. 

An explosion occurred recently at 
the New Cross postoflice, London, in 
a small stationery store, to which the 
postoflice is attached. It was caused 
by a quantity of gunpowder and nitro¬ 
glycerine wrapped in heavy paper. 
The explosive package was inserted 
into the letter box slit. On a portion 
of the paper was written: “In mem¬ 
ory of Ravachlo, Bonrdin, Vaillant 
and Santo.” 

The police, at Rome, Italy, say that 
three of the anarchists arrested in tlie 
suburbs were in a plot to assassinate 
Premier Crispi. The bomb lo be used 
by the assassin had been prepared and 
Giganti, one of those arrested, bad 
been chosen to throw it at (lie 
Premier. __ 

Iron Mills in Full Blast. 

That an industrial revival can not be 
longer deferred is indicated by tho 
following Pittsburg dispatch: 
The Mahoning Valley Iron 
Mills are resuming after a long 
period of idletiesss. Coleman 
& Shields of Niles, O., have been idle 
a year, the Girard Ohio Rolling Mill 
has been closed six months, Brown & 
Bonnets, Youngstown, O., have been 
off iu part for a year. All aro running 
in full bl ast today.^ _

A Flask—A Pocket Pistol—A Tra^. 
rtly. 

Ed Kirker was shot and killed by 
Will Thomas at Uiiiontown depot last 
Saturday evening. Belli were mere 
boys, Kirker being 17 and Thomas 18, 
but, it seems, were trying to ape man¬ 
hood (?)—ihc one carrying the deadly 
flask, the other the deadiy pistol; 
hence the tragedy. They wero at the 
depot with a crowd to see a train pass 
bearing the Selma lire engines (o 
Detnopolis. Thomas was sitting on 
the platform, when Kirker came up 
and struck his hat. Thomas said lo 
him, “Don’t be so flip.” There is a 
slight variance in the statements of 
witnesses as to Kirker’s reply, but it 
was, iu substance, “If you don’t like 
’ it don’t takojit.” He I lieu sat down, 
and putting his hand iu bis pocket, 
said he, would cut any man’s heart out 
that fooled with him. Thomas made 
some reply. Kirker rose up and 
Thomas shoved him over. He sprang 
up and slruck at Thomas, who states 
that lie began to retreat; that Kirker 
lunged at him with with his knife two 
or three times, and he then shot him. 
Witnesses do not corroborate Thomas’s 
statement as to his retreating, but 
agreo as to Kirker’s lunging at him. 
The witnesses testified to the good 
character and peaceable disposition of 
Thomas, and it is stated that the 
deceased was fussy and had been 
drinking a good deal lately, and that 
he had that evening exhibited an 
empty flask. Thomas had a prelimina¬ 
ry trial and was dis ohasged. 

From Arctic Regions. 

Walter Wellman and party li^ve ar¬ 
rived at Trainee, Norway, from the 
arctic regions, where their steamer, 
Ragti void Jart, was recently crushed 
in the ice, compelling them to abandon 
their attempt to reach the north pole. 


The Hippopotamus. 

Although tho hippopotamus may 
be less loathsome thau the crocodile. 
Sir S. Baker writes that “there is no 
animal that he dislikes more than 
the hippopotamus, if he was com¬ 
pelled to travel at night upon an Af¬ 
rican river iu an ordinary boat-” 
Even without this limitation the hip. 
popotamus seems remarkably danger¬ 
ous. Sir S. Baker tells how in broad 
daylight a hippopotamus charged the 
steamer that was towing his diuh- 
beeah, and perforated tbe iron plates 
of the vessel in two places with its 
projecting tusks, so# that it made 8 
dangerous leak. On another occa¬ 
sion, when the steamer passed over a 
hippopotamus that was walking (aftcl 
the manner of the best) under watei 
along tbe bed of the river, the steam¬ 
er of one hundred and eight tons 
gave a leap into the air, as the water 
Was too shallow to permit the hippo¬ 
potamus to pass beneath the keel. 
What became of the hippopotamus 
was not ascertained. 

On another occasion a bull hippo¬ 
potamus charged the diahbeeah in 
tho middle of the night and sank the 
boaA that was fastened alongside by 
biting a large piece out of it. Not 
satisfied with this success, it then 
charged the iron vessel, and would 
assuredly have sunk her if Sir S. 
Baker had not stopped the onset by 
a shot in the skull with his rifle. 
He calls tho animal “stupidly fero¬ 
cious” when it is in the water, though 
it is comparatively timorous on land. 
On one occasion he saw a man in a 
boat wantonly attacked and killed by 
a hippopotamus. The Hainran Arabs 
and snne of the tribes attack the 
hippopotamus with their harpoons, 
and when the beast has been thus se¬ 
curely hooked they drag it on shore 
and slay it with their spears, while 
they half blind it by throwing sand 
In its eyes. But the hippopotamus 
sometimes gets the better of them 
and escapes. 

Sir S. Baker states a curious fact 
concerning a commercial change that 
has affected the hippopotamus. Form¬ 
erly its tusks, or large and prominent 
teeth, were in great request by dent¬ 
ists to make artificial teeth. They 
were superior to ivory in the perma, 
nence of th ir color, and they nevef 
turned yellow. But the American 
invention of porcelain enamel for 
artificial teeth has destroyed the val-; 
ue of the hippopotamus’ tusks, and 
they are now cheaper than ivory. 

Sable Island’s Ponies. 

Sable Island is famous throughout 
the Canadian maritime provinces for 
its race of wiid ponies. The little 
creatures wero originally placed upon 
the island in order that they might 
furnish food for shipwrecked marim 
ers frequently cast away there. The 
coarse salt grass of the island is cured 
and stacked in summer time, and 
upon this the ponies feed all winter. 
It is said that they eat their waj 
deep into the stacks and thus find 
their only shelter from the storms, 
There is a tradition current that they 
even eat fish cast upon the shore. 
Considerable droves of the ponies aro 
taken to the mainland in early au¬ 
tumn, and they are sold in-*the Hali¬ 
fax market_ ' 

Useless Art, 

The British training squadron, 
which consists of four sailing cruis¬ 
ers, and in which about 1,200 young 
officers and seamen have annually 
been trained in the management of 
vessels under sail, is to be abolished. 
The Admiralty evidently assumes 
that it is unnecessary to teach an art 
which, in these days of steam war¬ 
ships, might never be practiced.

The 
papoose is usually suspended from the 
pommel, under the eye of its mother.

This dividend amounts to *60u,0u0,- 
0002, per cent on *30,000,000 of stock, 
50 per cent of which is fictitious.’’ 

Did Pullman tell the truth \yhen he 
published a statement that the busi¬ 
ness did not pay and he was obliged 
to cut wages to pay expenses?

There is some pretty strongevideuce 
that the railway companies them¬ 
selves are responsible for most of the 
destruction of their property in the 
recent strike. The two objects they 
are supposed to have had is, to get 
pay for their old cars, and to obtain 
the sympathy of the public and get 
military aid in suppressing the strike. 

Vice-President Howard of the A. R. 
U., made some very important and 
not altogether unlooked for revela¬ 
tions, while being interviewed at the 
Cook county jail, the next morning 
after his ai-rest. He said: 

“This thing is going to he a test 
case. We don't consider ourselves 
bigger than the law, and incidentally 
we think the railroads are not. We 
are getting some evidence for 
the coming battle, and we con¬ 
sider it a pretty fair grade. 
Here is a letter we receiv¬ 
ed telling of evidence that most of the 
freight car burning done in Chicago 
was done by two men in the employ of 
the General Managers’ association. 
One of the secret agents of a certain 
committee saw two men on the night 
of the fire go through the yards with 
a hand-car of inflammable waste, which 
they lighted and systematically threw 
among the cars. This agent over¬ 
heard a conversation between the 
men, from which he gleaned that they 
were paid *200 down, and were to re¬ 
ceive *300 more when the job was 
done. This, we understand, was done 
before the troops were called out. An 
effort is now being made to arrest 
these two men. We further have 
pretty positive evidence that the big 
man who led the mob of 5,000 at Blue 
Island was a Pinkerton man employed 
by the railroads, and it is significant 
that although he could be easily 
identified, yet he has not been arrest¬ 
ed. It is safe to say that this case will 
not he entirely one-sided.” 

Remember that Chicago pays the 
loss—the railways lose nothing by the 
burning.

Populism and the Tariff. 

The Populist party adopted no tariff 
plank whatsoever in its Omaha plat¬ 
form. It believed that there were 
other questions more fundamental 
than the tariff, and that the purifica¬ 
tion of politics and the adjustment of 
some other issues would make it more 
possible to deal with the tariff ques¬ 
tion upon its merits, and in the inter¬ 
ests of the nation at large. Its criti¬ 
cism of the tariff struggle between the 
two great parlies was embodied in the 
following language: 

“We have witnessed for more than 
a quarter of a century the struggles 
of the two great political parties for 
power and plunder, while grievous 
wrongs have been inflicted upon the 
people. We charge that the control¬ 
ling interests dominating both these 
parties have permitted the existing 
dreadful conditions to develop with¬ 
out a serious effort to prevent or re¬ 
strain them. Neither do they now 
promise any substantial reform. 
They have agreed together to ignore 
in the coming campaign every issue 
but one; they propose to drown the 
outcries of a plundered people with 
the uproar of a sham battle over the 
tariff, so that capitalists, corpora¬ 
tions, national banks, rings, trusts, 
watered stocks, demonetization of 
silver and the oppressions of the 
usurers may ail be lost sight of.” 

This denunciation of the two parties 
seemed to the country at the time of 
its promulgation quite too dismal and 
overdrawn; but in view of what has 
actually happened, and ot the exist¬ 
ing state of pending tariff legislation, 
there are many citizens who vote with 
one or the other of the old parties 
who will feel inclined to sympathize 
somewhat with the view that the 
Populists recorded in their platform 
two years ago. It has no doubt 
been somewhat of a sham battle, 
this fight over the tariff. The 
ruling party in the senate has 
made no disinterested attempt to 
.serve the interests of the whole coun¬ 
try, but has indulged in an un¬ 
seemly scramble for the protection 
of this locality or interest or trust or 
combination, and for the correspond¬ 
ing punishment of some other locality 
or interest or combination. The out¬ 
come is much what the Populists had 
predicted, and appears to be viewed 
by them with more equanimity and 
less concern than by anybody else. 
Here again, it seems to us, the Popu¬ 
lists liave scored something, although 
in a less definite way. Their predic¬ 
tion was that this democratic victory 
—won on a pretense of settling the 
tariff question and on a claim that 
their settlement of that question 
would bring about the most far-reach¬ 
ing and beneficent results—would 
prove a disappointment. Further¬ 
more, the Populist declaration that 
the solution of these questions would 
require a statesmanship more free 
from improper influence, has seemed 
to be shamefully verified by the 
circumstances under which the tariff 
measure has been handled in the 
senate.

But the 
rascals are not going to be on top very 
long. Next fall’s election will'-flange 
matters. If it don’t, labor would he 
better off if it should go back to the 
old chattel system of slavery—if it 
only could, which we doubt, for the 
capitalists know that capital control 
of labor beats chattel slavery all hol¬ 
low, and does not carry with it the 
care for the laborer. —Free Trader.

CONSPIRACY. 

Its Definition Depends Upon Who It Is 

that “Conspires ” 

In all the contests beween employe 
and employer, similar to the one now 
going on, it is noticeable that it is the 
employers that appeal to the courts 
and ask for military aid. Another 
noticeable circumstance is, that they 
generally get all they ask for in this 
direction. Is this because they are 
always right and the workmen are 
always wrong? It is generally con¬ 
ceded that the laborers have a right 
to organize, hut what for? It is also 
conceded that they have a right to 
quit work when they feei so dis¬ 
posed. 

It is denied by many that working¬ 
men have any kind of right to prevent 
in any way other people from taking 
their places. Yet in doing this they 
are only doing what is practiced by 
some corporations, notably the Pull¬ 
man corporation. There are also rail¬ 
road companies that are successful in 
almost, every - instance [by conspiring 
together] in preventing certain dis¬ 
charged emp’oyes from securing work 
from any other company. They do 
not use force to attain this end, hut 
they accomplish it nevertheless. 

Thei-e are many former railroad em¬ 
ployes who testify that they-have been 
forced to engage in other business be¬ 
cause, after being discharged, they 
found that wherever they applied for 
work under another company they 
were blacklisted. They are Hashed 
where they have worked, and, on giv¬ 
ing the information, the telegraph is 
brought into play, and they are soon 
informed that their services are not 
needed. Yet they do not invoke the 
aid of the courts or of the federal 
authorities, knowing well that no at¬ 
tention would be paid them if they 
did.—Topeka State Journal.

THE VOTE ON THE CAR COUP¬ 
LER BILL. 


Both Old Parties Fledged to Protect 
Kailroad Employes, But They Poll 
Eighty-Four Votes Against It—The 
Populists Press the Measure to a Vote 
and to Its Final Passage. 


Right now it will be of interest to 
know who are the real friends of the 
railroad men. In 1892, the. democratic 
party adopted the following plank in 
the r Chicago platform: 

See. 39. We favor legislation by 
congress and state legislatures to pro¬ 
tect the lives and limts of railway 
employes and those of other hazard¬ 
ous transportation companies.” 

The same year the republican na¬ 
tional platform contained the follow¬ 
ing plank: __ 

“We favor efficient legislation by 
congress to.nroteet the Vife and limbs 
of employes of transportation com¬ 
panies engaged in carrying on inter¬ 
state commerce, and recommend legis¬ 
lation by the respective states that 
will protect employes engaged in 
state commerce, in mining and manu¬ 
facturing.” In a recent article 
written by Congressman John 
Davis, and published in the 
Nonconformist, it is shown that 36,000 
persons are killed and maimed an¬ 
nually on our railroads, or about 
twice the number killed and wounded 
in any of the great battles of the late 
war. He also shows that although 
there were about 100 people killed and 
crippled during the recent strike, 
there was a saving in loss of life and 
limb of 400 on account of the suspen¬ 
sion of operations of about one-third 
of the railroads in the United States. 

With these statistics staring us in 
the face, and the pledges made by the 
two great political parties of this 
country, it would seem to he an easy 
matter to pass a measure of protection 
for railroad employes. The matter 
came up in the winter of 1SS3, in the 
Fifty-second congress. It was brought 
up under a suspension of rules and re¬ 
quired to be passed by a two-thirds 
majority. The vote stood as follows:

America’s Army Rifle. 

The Mannlicher rifle, which lias just 
been tested in Euoope, is declarod to 
be inferior to the French arm. If 
that is so, our own troops would have 
a rather meager chance if opposed to 
any of the crack army corps of France. 
This rifle is smokeless, and has a range 
of three miles. An American naval 
officer who has written an article upon 
the comparative power of European 
arms, sold recently that a skilful 
marksman could cren.te_ havoc in an 
army with the new rifle at a distance 
of two miles, and that in an unsettled 
country it would be impossible to tel) 
from which point the attack came. 

This would seem to indicate that 
cavalry will be a tradition hereafter. 
Wiien the enemy can lie in ambush 
and mow down horses and men two 
miles away, there will be no more stir¬ 
ring scenes or stories of carrying-forts 
and other strong positions by a rush 
of cavalry. A two-mile rush iu the 
face of a storm of bullets coming from 
an unknown quarter would have re¬ 
sults compared with which the charge 
of the Light Brigade seems like child’s 
play.—St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 

Remarkable Railway Tangents. 

The greatest stretch of perfectly 
straight railway track—more scientifi¬ 
cally termed “tangent”—in North 
America, is to be found on the new 
“Soo” line of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, beginning at a point a few 
miles from Pasqua. It continues fo r 
seventy miles and altogether in Can¬ 
adian territory. The next longest is 
west of St. Thomas, on the Michigan 
Central, which is about sixty-seven 
miles, says the Wiunepeg Western 
World. 

Tho longest stretch of tangont in 
the world is to be found in the Argen¬ 
tine Republic, and continues for 250 
miles. It completely eclipses the 
model line of the Czar of Russia from 
St. Petersburg to Moscow, which — 
taking a rule and placing it on a map 
—he ordered to be built perfectly 
straight. On the survey being made 
it was found that lakes, hills and 
rivers would not admit of it, and, 
though as straight as possible, it is 
anything but a perfect tangent.

A remedy, or rather a 'means of 
preventing strikes, is an absolute 
necessity in this country. We can 
see but one way, and that is the 
government ownership of railroads. 
This would put a stop to strikes as 
against railroads, at least, and 
these are the most destructive 
strikes which occur. 

Government ownership of the 
roads Would do a Way with the two 
chief causes of strikes—competi¬ 
tion and dividends. The govern¬ 
ment would not run them for profit, 
but at. actual cost, and hence there 
would he no inducement to reduce 
wages in order to measure profits. 
Then there would be avoided by 
this method that ruinous competi¬ 
tion which brings about rate wars, 
and which sometimes entails heavy 
losses upon roads and produces a 
necessity for curtailment in expen¬ 
ses which becomes a hardship .and 
a burden upon employes, often re¬ 
sulting in strikes. 

We cannot see whj government 
could not run the railroads as well 
and as efficiently as it runs the 
postqfflce business for the public. 
We believe if the government were 
to undertake it that it would not 
only do away with strikes but that 
fares would in five years come 
down to one cent a mile, and freight 
charges would be reduced in pro¬ 
portion.

In 1892 when congressman By¬

DOINGS IN ALABAMA, 

Carefully Collated From Authentic Sources 
for Our Readers. 


A new furniture factory went into 
operation at Huntsville last Tuesday. 

A four-year-old child, the daughter 
of M. E. Jones, of Gadsden, fell off 
the porch and broke her right arm. 

Col. Culberson, the democratic nom¬ 
inee for governor of Texas, is a na¬ 
tive of Dadeville, Ala., where his 
grand mother yet resides. 

The post office known as Nisbot, in 
the eastern part of Etowa county, has 
been discontinued and mail formerly 
rent there goes now to ltock Springs. 

Wash Moore, a farmer living neai 
Littleton, attempting to lift a heavy 
piece of timber, burst a blood vessel, 
death resulting in less than 24 hours. 

The State National bank of Vernon 
Texas, has been closed by United 
States bank examiner Johnson. The 
suspension is thought to bo due in 
part to poor collections. 

Twenty three more of the mon who 
were charged with participation in the 
Pratt mines murders,—5 white and 18 
colored, have been discharged for wan 
of evidence against them. 

Last Tuesday’s storm greatly dam¬ 
aged the crops in the vicinity of Union 
Springs and Aberfoil. A barn belong¬ 
ing to N. II. Gibson was struck by 
lightning and a horse and ten pigs 
hilled. 

A great religious revival has taken 
place at Tuskcgeo under the preaching 
of ltev. Henry 'l'. Johnston. The 
Methodist church recoived thirty-live 
acces8cons and a number joined other 
churches. 

A negro who had been to Birming¬ 
ham and, having returned to his home 
at Etislcy on Friday night last, was 
entering his door when some unknown 
assassin fired a load of shot into him, 
killing him instantly. 

The jury in the case of the State vs 
James Robinson, charged with killing 
Mr, Floyd at Childersburg, Talladcgs 
county, some months ago, failed tc 
agree and was discharged. An entire 
week was spent in the trial, 

Henry Richardson, a negro, was shot 
and killed by John Scott another ne¬ 
gro, at Pratt mines a few days ago, 
late at night. There was a row in 8 
mining shack and a fight ensued. Af¬ 
ter the shooting Scott jumped out at a 
window and escaped. 

A singular and rather expensive ac¬ 
cident occurred in the store of Scldoss 
and Huddleston at Eufaula. A line of 
shelving about fifty feet long left the 
wall and fell on the counters, smash¬ 
ing four fine show cases and damaging 
the goods. The damage is estimated 
at $200, 

A negro woman named Susan Moss, 
living near Selma, and her son Corne- 
lious are charged with whipping a 
little negro boy so badly that his death 
resulted. After the body of the child 
had been buried several days, it was 
exhumed and its back was found to 
have been cruelly Hayed. 

During a thunder storm near Clay¬ 
ton lighting struck the house of James 
Houston, shattering it and killing 
three children. The mother was also 
fatally shocked. Mr. lloustou, though 
sitting with the re.-t of the family at 
the table, was not hurt, while a man 
in the yard was seriously shocked. 

The state troops which were en¬ 
camped at Birmingham last week 
were ordered home, the first regiment 
leaving at 10 p. m, Sunday, the sec¬ 
ond going Monday evening. The 
latter was ordered back, before reach¬ 
ing its destination, on account of the 
attack of the strikers on the Pratt 
mines. 

The three negroes who, in May last, 
assaulted the florist, Eugene Trump, 
while on his way home, four miles 
from Huntsville, and robbed him 
after beating him to insensibility, be¬ 
ing put on trial, were permitted to 
put in a plea of guilty of robbery and 
were sentenced to five years in the 
penitentiary. 

The Tennessee River, Asheville and 
Coosa Railroad, which extends from 
Ashvillc to AVhitncy, Ala., five miles 
in length, was sold to the highest bid¬ 
der last Monday, and J. E, Zcnts, 
trustee, became the purchaser, foi 
$14,000. It connects with the A. G. 
S. at Whitney. It is understood tlial 
it will now be extended southward to 
Anniston. 

Early this week Calcra was raided 
by burglars. The post office was 
entered and the safe blown open. The 
store ot J W Morse was broken into, 
his safe blown and valuable watches 
and goods to the value of several 
hundred dollurs were taken. Two 
suspicious characters, both young men, 
were seen about the place the day 
before, and have not been seen since. 

A copper colored negro, about 18 
years old, was arrested at Evergreen, 
having in his pos-c-sion a real gold 
watcli which lie had ofiered to sell for 
$20. After his incarceration ho ad¬ 
mitted that he had stolen the watch at 
Pensacola, Fla. He gave his name as 
Jesse Berry 1. lie is held fo identifi¬ 
cation by the authorities of Escambia 
county, Fla.; to whom a description was 
sent by request, 

O-i Wednesday morning during the 
confusion resulting from a light in the 
negro ward of the Birmingham j til,. 
Drew Neeland, who had been called 
in to the passage, separated from tlio 
anteroom by an iron railing, to sen 
Deputy Thompson, passed out through 
the ante-room and walked off. Alt 
horn- later lie was found under a house 
on 21st street and conducted back to 
jail. Only a few days ago Neeland 
had been caught trying to saw through 
the iron bars in a window. 

Mr. Henry liotlgo, since bis incar- 
ceraiion at Eufaula lias made disclos¬ 
ures which led to the recovery of 
about ■Slot) worth of stolen goods and 
to another arrost. It uppers that Ar¬ 
thur Wilson, a colored porter, had 
concealed stolon goods about his 
premises. Search was made and fine 
clothing, to the value of $G4 was re¬ 
covered and identified as the property 
ofSohioss and Huddleston. Other 
goods were found making the aggre¬ 
gate up to $100. Wilson, on prelimi¬ 
nary liial, notwithstanding proof of 
previous good character, was required 
to give bail in the sum of $500, 
Which he had failed to find, at last 
advices. 

J. N, Cochran, a Southern Express 


messenger, on the Queen & Crescent) 
while his train was running thirty-live 
miles an hour, Tuesday morning, and 
nearing an over-head bridge a mile 
south of Livingston, leaned out of his 
car to warn a tramp, whom he had 
discovered riding on top, to lie flat so 
as to avoid being knocked off. The 
train was nearer the bridge than Mr. 
Cochran thought and lie was himself 
struck by the side structure as he 
leaned out. Ho was knocked back 
into the ear, his skull broken. lie 
died about three hours after the acci¬ 
dent. 

The preliminary trials in the case of 
the l’ratt mines murder have closed. 
Over 100 men were arrested. Of 
those tho following arc held without 
hail: W. J, Kelso, Win. Brock, M. 
Benoit, Sam Evans, Frank Jones and 
Smith Houston. Those under bond 
are Fred Trehern, William Baily, 
Charles Yarbrough, and D, Truilliii 3 , 
$1,000 each; Will Hardin and Joe 
Keel, $300 each; and Charles McGhee, 
S200. Regis the Frenchman who was 
wounded in the assault on the miners 
is yet in tho hospital . of the county 
jail, not sufficiently recovered to bo 
put on trial. All the rest have been 
discharged. 

At 0 o’clock Wednesday morning a 
second lire broke out in the building 
occupied by Spiro and Lotig, tinners, 
on 3rd avenue, Birmingham. The 
3rd story was used for storage by the 
Hopkins stovo company, and here the 
tiro started, in the charcoal packing of 
tho refrigerators. Tho lire ladders 
responded promptly and worked hard 
under the direction of Captain Rolla, 
who was on hand notwithstanding tho 
painful injuries he received by the fall 
of the skylights during the tiro in the 
early morning. The fire had gotten 
such a start that much damage was 
done before it was extinguished. The 
building was practically gutted by the 
two fires, the damage to it being about 
$1,500. 

On Wednesday morning last a few 
minutes after midnight tiro was dis¬ 
covered in tho rear part of the second 
story of the three story building oc¬ 
cupied by Spiro and Long, Tinners, on 
3rd avenue Birmingham, During the 
progress of the fire, while chief Mul- 
fin, Capt. Rolla and a fireman woro 
raising a ladder inside the building, 
the sky lights fell in. Chief Mullin 
had his right arm broken near Hie 
wrist. Rolla was knocked almost un¬ 
conscious, receiving a bad cut on his 
arm and severe burns. The chief re¬ 
mained at his post until the fire was 
subdued. Capt. Rolia’sarm bled pro¬ 
fusely and lie was carried to a drag 
store to have it dressed. Tho {damage 
to the building and iroods was about 
$ 1200 . 

Jim Wilson, a bad negro, held up 
two of his colored brothers, whom ho 
met in the suburbs of Opelika, and 
deprived them of such valuables as 
they had, together with a coat and vest, 
which ho put on and proceeded to 
board a freight car, intending to steal 
a ride to Montgomery. He was dis¬ 
covered on rhe car by Jesse W. Smith, 
a young mail of 20 years, one armed, 
who ordered him to como down from 
tlie car, Wilson only laughed, saying, 
“If you come on top of this car you’re 
a dead white man.” Smith mounted tlio 
cur, and a desperate struggle ensued. 
They fell to tho ground, Smith on lop. 
Rising the negro struck Smith over 
the left eye; Smith’s only arm shot 
out, and Wilson got a stunner on the 
nose; lie dropped, limp and uncon¬ 
scious. lie is now in jail, wondering 
how a one armed boy could have done 
it. It is said the majority of his 27 
years have noon spent in penal servi¬ 
tude. 

At Mitcliel Station on the Central 
railroad a small mob of masked men 
entered the train and look Riley 
Walker and Richard Jordan the two 
negroes from the custody of the sheriII 
of Bullock comity, and hanged them. 
It will be remembered that Rilev 
Walker killed Mr. Dud Cary, agent of 
ilie Central railroad at Suspension last 
February. Afterwards the gang, of 
which Walker was the leader and Jor¬ 
dan a mem be, shot Mr. Hall at the 
same place, but did not kill him the 
motive being robbery. William Wal¬ 
lace, a detective of Columbus, G:i , 
being employed to ferret out the gang, 
came upon Jordan and Walker in tho 
latter’s house, and, tho house being 
surrounded, started to go in when 
Walker shot anil killed him. Walker 
escaped and fled to Florida, was ar¬ 
rested and brought back. O.i his trial 
lust Friday the jury convicted him of 
murder, with sentence to imprison¬ 
ment for life in the penitentiary. 
Jordan, tried.at the samo lime was 
sentenced to 12 years. Immediately 
after the sentence the sheriff, fearing 
mob violenco if the prisoners remained 
over night at Union Springs, started 
with them to Montgomery. The mob 
got them nevertheless. 

Wool Waiting. 

A Boston dispatch says: “The 

Portland Graco Deering, Rio to Bos¬ 
ton, is lying oil'Cape Cod with a large 
cargo of wool, waiting for the new 
tariff bill to become a law. She was 
sighted several days ago. Under the 
present law a duty of li cents pci 
pound would be collected. Under tho 
new law the cargo can come in freo, 
It is estimated that the consignees will 
make over $60,000 by delaying the 
vessel. 

The writer of the above dispatch 
assumes that the ninout of the duty 
taken off will go into the pocket of the 
importer as profit. Not so. On the 
contrary it will be saved to consmers 
in the lessened cost of woolen goods 
that must finally, if not immediately, 
result from free wool.

A Wonderful Bridge of Agate. 

‘‘During a trip through Arizona a 
short lime ago,” remarked a traveler 
recently, “I came across a most remark- 
able natural lridge spanning a chasm 
about fifty feet. wide. The bridge U 
formed by an immense tree oi agati?ed 
wood. The tree had fallen many years 
lofore and become imbedded in the 
silt of some great inland sea or watjf 
Dver.iow. Tho silt became in time 
sandstone and the wood gradually pass¬ 
ed through the various stages ox tnin- 
era ization until it is now agate. Fully 
fifty f ret of the tree rest on one side of 
the’ 1 av no and can be traced, but how 
far the other end is buried in the 
sandstone cannot be ascertained with¬ 
out blasting away the rock. The trunk 
varies in size from three to four feet in 
diameter. Whore tho bark has been 
torn away all tho characte. istic colors 
of agate aro plainly seen, and under a 
microscope the brilliancy of the color¬ 
ings is clearly brought out in all its 
beauty. ”

Writing with Milk. 

In the course of a trial in France 
last year a letter was read from a 
man named Turpi d, a chemist, under 
sentence of five years’imprisonment 
as a spy, giving directions to a friend 
with a view to establishing a secret 
correspondence with him while, in 
prison. This led to an official in¬ 
quiry on the subject by the French 
authorities, and some strange revela- 
tions were obtained from some of the 
conVicts. 

It appears that when information 
has to be conveyed to a prisoner, a 
formal letter, containing apparently 
nothing but a few trivial facts of a 
personal nature, is forwarded to the 
prison. This is read by the Govern¬ 
or, who stamps it, and allows it tobi 
handed on to the man to whom it i> 
addressed. Tho latter, however, ii 
aware that there is another letter to 
be read within the lines, this being 
written in milk, and being easily de¬ 
cipherable on being rubbed over witb 
a dirty finger.—Chambers’Journal.

Grisly Legislation. 

Two most extraordinary bills were 
Introduced in the Ohio Legislature.

CHEWING GUM. 


Some of the Materials from Which It Is 
Made. 

The practice of chewing gum pre¬ 
vails to a great extent in some parts oi 
tho country. Certain of these gums 
are made of the product of a kind of 
rubber tree, a native of Mexico. This 
is a sap about the color and consist¬ 
ency of a maple syrup. How this is 
made into gum is a profound secret 
known only to the manufacturer. 

More is known concerning tho ma¬ 
terials and manufacture of other gums. 
If your favorite brand is white gum 
your solace is in chewing paraffine— 
which is a mixture of various carbo- 
hydrides—that has been dissolved at a 
gentle heat in olive oil and glycerine. 
It is stirred on cooling and afterwa'd 
compressed. The glycerine is supposed 
to keop it soft ana to make it sweet at 
the same time. 

If tolu occupies first place in your 
affections you may indulge in a mix¬ 
ture of la'sam of tolu—which is made 
by dissolving orange shellac and gum 
benzoin in rectified spirit, with an ad¬ 
dition of a few drops of the oils of cas* 
sia and nutmeg dissolved in a little es¬ 
sence of vanilla—oatmeal and sugar. 

There is also spruce gum, made from 
exudations of the spruce tree. This 
pum from the manufactory of Nature 
is regarded as both pure and bene-
